R..E..Sir Frederick I. Dana reported that the following 
By-Laws of Commanderies had been approved by the Com- 
mittee and upon motion and vote the action of the Committee 
was approved. 


The By-Laws approved are as follows: 


AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS OF THOMAS SMITH 
WEBB COMMANDERY 
Amend Article IX, Section 1, of the By-Laws by striking out 
the word Seven in the fifth line, and substituting therefor the 
word Nine and also adding “Each Sir Knight shall be assessed 
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the sum of One Dollar per year to cover the Educational Tax,” 
the Section amended to read: 

Section 1. There shall be paid Annually to the Recorder of 
this Commandery by each member thereof, except as provided 
in Articles V and VI, for the purpose of defraying the current 
expenses and for such other uses and purposes as the Com- 
mandery may from time to time order, the sum of Nine Dollars, 
the same to be due and payable at the Stated Conclave of 
January of each year. 

Each Sir Knight shall be assessed the sum of One Dollar 
per year to cover the Educational Tax. . 

No member of this Commandery who is in arrears in the 
payment of Dues and Assessments for the term of two years, 
shall be entitled to vote, or be eligible to hold office therein. 


AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS OF ST. PAUL COMMANDERY 


Article II, Section 1. Change the time of meeting to 7.45 
by erasing the first sentence in this section and substituting 
the following.: 


_ The Stated Conclaves of this Commandery shall be held 
in the Masonic Hall, North Adams, Mass., at 7.45 p.m. on the 
second Friday in each month. 


Article IV, Section 3. Strike out the first two sentences of 
this section and substitute the following: 

_Every application for the Orders shall be accompanied with 
Fifty Dollars and before receiving the Order of the Red Cross 
such additional sum as may be necessary to procure a Knights 
Templar Regalia in accordance with the By-Laws of this 
Commandery relating to costume. 

Article VIII, Section 1. Erase the last two sentences of this 
section and substitute the following: 

There shall also be applied to this Fund 5% of the feés 
received for the Orders and from Affiliates. 

Article IX, Section 1. Strike out all of the first sentence 
after the words “may from time to time order” and insert 
“the sum of Five Dollars, the same to be due and payable, 
in advance, at the stated conclave in September of each year.’ 

In the second sentence of this section strike out the word 
“two” before years, inserting the word “‘one.”’ 
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AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS OF SOUTH SHORE 
COMMANDERY 
Vorep:—To amend Article X, Section 1, of our By-Laws 
by substituting the word eight for the word six, and further 
adding the following sentence: ‘This Amendment shall take 
effect as of October 1, 1926,” so that the Section amended shall 
read: : 


“There shall be paid annually to the Recorder of this Com- 
mandery, by each member thereof (except as provided in 
Article VI, Section 0 and Article VII, Section 1), for the pur- 
pose of defraying the current expenses, and for such other 
uses or purposes as the Commandery may from time to time 
order, the sum of eight dollars, the same to be payable at the 
stated Conclave in October of each year. : 

“This Amendment shall take effect as of October 1, 1926. 
No member of the Commandery who is in arrears in the pay- 
ment of dues for the term of two years, shall be entitled to vote 
or be eligible to hold office therein.” 


AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS OF CONNECTICUT 
VALLEY COMMANDERY 


“The Annual Conclave of Connecticut Valley Commandery 
No. 23, Knights Templar, shall be held on the first Tuesday of 
June at 7.30 o’clock p.m.” 


AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS OF NARRAGANSETT 
COMMANDERY 


Amending Article V, Section 1. So that when amended it 
shall read as follows: 
The fees for the Orders and Membership in this Command- 


ery shall be Sixty Dollars, to be paid for before receiving the 
Order of the Red Cross. 


AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS OF MILFORD COMMANDERY 
I propose the following amendment to change Section 1 of

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON REVISION OF 
CONSTITUTION 


The Committee on Revision of Constitution through V-.E.. 
Sir Norris G. Abbott presented a revised Constitution and 
General Regulations of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and 
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Rhode Island for discussion. Each article was separately 
considered and only a very few minor verbal changes were 
suggested for consideration by the Committee. 

After completion of the report, it was the unanimous opinion 
by rising straw vote that the Constitution and Regulations as 
presented were satisfactory and should be adopted. Final 
action, however, had to be deferred until the annual conclave 
in accordance with the provisions of our present Constitution. 

The following resolution covering the Identification Card 
was adopted, and forms a part of the proposed Regulations 
covered by Article V thereof. 


ARTICLE V 


IDENTIFICATION CARD 


Section 1. Every member of a Subordinate Commandery, 
except Life Members, shall pay his dues in accordance with the 
provisions of the By-Laws of his Commandery, upon the 
payment of which, the Recorder thereof shall issue to him, pro- 
vided all assessments due have been fully paid, an Identifica- 
tion et which shall be a receipt for his said dues and/or asses- 
ments. 


Sec. 2. The Recorder of each Subordinate Commandery 
shall also issue the said card to every Life Member provided 
all assessments due have been fully paid. 

Said Card shall state such facts, shall be issued on the first 
day of the fiscal year of every said Commandery and thereafter 
annually on said day and shall be valid for the purpose of 
visitation as hereinafter provided. 

Src. 3. Said Card shall bear upon its face an impress of the 
Seal of the Subordinate Commandery and the written signature 
of the Recorder thereof, together with the member’s signature. 

It shall certify the member is a Knight Templar in good 
standing and designate the date to which his dues are paid, 
also the fact that all assessments due at the date of issue have 
been paid. 

It shall bear upon the reverse side thereof, a certification by 
the Grand Recorder that the said Commandery is a legally 
constituted Commandery under this jurisdiction, together with 
a facsimile of the Seal of the Grand Commandery. 

Sec. 4. Said Card shall be furnished by the Grand Com- 
mandery and shall be delivered to the Recorder of each Sub- 
ordinate Commandery by the Grand Recorder. 
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Sec. 5. Every visitor who is a member of a Commandery 
in this jurisdiction shall present his said Card to the Sentinel 
before being admitted to the Commandery. 


Src. 6. The Sentinel shall not admit as a visit or any mem- 
ber of a Commandery in this jurisdiction unless the Card of 
such member shows that his dues have been paid in full to 
within one year from date of presentation and that all assess- 
ments due were paid at the date of issue. 


Sec. 7. Every visitor who is a member of a Commandery 
in a foreign jurisdiction requiring a similar identification Card 
as a prerequisite to admission shall present his Card to the 
Sentinel before being admitted to the Commandery. 


Src. 8. Every visitor who is a member of a Commandery 
in a foreign jurisdiction not requiring a similar Identification 
Card as a prerequisite to admission, shall present to the Sentinel 
a receipt showing that his dues have been paid to within one 
year from date of presentation, or if his Commandery does not 
require the payment of dues, a certificate or diploma showing 
him to be in good standing in his Commandery before being 
admitted to the Commandery. 

Src. 9. Every member of a Commandery shall present to 
the Sentinel his said Card showing the payment of dues to 
within one year from date of presentation, also the payment of 
all assessments due at the date of issue before being admitted 
to his Commandery, unless specifically excused by the Eminent 
Commander. 

This discretion shall apply to members of his own Com- 
mandery only: Provided, however, that the Eminent Com- 
mander of any Subordinate Commandery may authorize the 
Sentinel to admit as a visitor a Companion of the Red Cross 
who has not completed his membership in any Commandery 
upon presentation of a certificate from the Recorder in his 
Commandery to the effect that such person has taken the afore- 
said Order. 

Sxc. 10. An unaffiliated Knight Templar holding a demit 
which is dated within one year from date of visitation, or who 
has not resided within the jurisdiction of the Subordinate 
Commandery for one year, shall present to the Sentinel before 
being admitted, his demit in lieu of an Identification Card. 

Sec. 11. Anunaffiliated Knight Templar, who, having been 
suspended or expelled, has been restored to the benefits and 
privileges of the Commandery, but not to membership in the 
Commandery from which he was suspended or expelled, and 
who has not resided within the jurisdiction of the Subordinate 
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Commandery for one year from the date of said restoration, 
shall present to the Sentinel before being admitted, a certificate 
of the Grand Commandery certifying the fact and date of said 
restoration in lieu of an Identification Card. 


Src. 12. An unaffiliated Knight Templar, who, having 
resided within the jurisdiction of a Subordinate Commandery 
for one year, having applied for membership during that period 
but whose application has been rejected, shall present to the 
Sentinel before being admitted, a certificate of the Recorder of 
said Subordinate Commandery certifying the fact and date of 
said application.

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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF 
R..E..SIR JAMES A. GUNN 
GRAND COMMANDER 


The address of R..E..Sir James A. Gunn, Grand Com- 
mander of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, was as follows: 


By the favor of Him in Whose service we have enlisted, we 
are privileged again to meet in Annual Conclave. As we 
thus meet, there are many reasons why we should offer 
grateful thanks to the Great Captain of our Salvation for the 
care and protection vouchsafed to us during the past year. 
Our Order has prospered, its prestige and dignity have been 
maintained, and a measure of success has followed upon our 
efforts. 

I wish to extend to each and every Knight present fraternal 
greetings and wish for you a pleasant and profitable visit to 
this Annual Conclave. I sincerely trust that none will leave 
until the business of the Conclave is finally concluded. 

Due to the serious illness of Eminent Sir Benjamin W. 
Rowell, I have been obliged to spend many days in the Grand 
Recorder’s office since January 15. I assure you, however, 
this has been a labor of love and I would gladly spend even 
more time to assist a Sir Knight who has served this Grand 
Commandery so faithfully for a period of over forty years. 

It is with the knowledge that my report of our activities 
for the past year will be received and considered by you in 
the fraternal and courteous spirit that naturally follows upon 
the knowledge of Christian teachings that I present it to you.

On May 5, 1927, I authorized the Grand Treasurer to send 
the sum of $500.00 to the Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of Louisanna for relief work in connection with the 
great flood disaster. 
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INSPECTIONS 

Having reviewed with much interest the reports coming to 
me from the Division Commanders who are charged with 
making Official Inspections, I am very happy to report that 
conditions were never better in our consitutent Commanderies 
than at the present time. Many of the Commanderies have 
held their Official Inspections in the afternoon followed by a 
Ladies’ Night with public Inspection and Review. This has 
helped to swell the attendance at inspection and has tended 
to arouse more interest in Templarism among the Knights 
of the Jurisdiction. 

Our Inspector Instructor will render a report of his activ- 
ivities to this Annual Conclave, but I desire to express to 
R..E.Sir Frederick I. Dana at this time my sincere appre- 
ciation of the great efforts he has put forth during the past 
ten years and the wonderful results he has accomplished 
through his efforts and those of his Deputies, E..Sir Place 
and E..Sir Everett. R..E.Sir Dana, as you all know, 
is the Father of our Inspection System and your Grand 
Commander is proud of the fact that he was privileged to 
work under and with him during those first years when the 
system was in its infancy and not the great success which it 
has since proven.

You will, therefore, 
have to carry him on the roll as Captain-General for the year 
and I would suggest you appoint a Past Commander to fill 
his station for the balance of the year.

Through the 
efforts of your Grand Officers and the courteous cooperation 
of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Masons of Massa- 
chusetts, we now have the entire use of Rooms 205 and 206. 
Room 205 will be used as the executive office of the Grand 
Recorder and 206 for the Grand Commander and for Com- 
mittee purposes. The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge needed 
Room 206 for their own use but waived their prior rights in 
the matter in their usual desire to co-operate for the best 
interests of Masonry as a whole. This Grand body owes a 
debt of gratitude to Most Worshipful Frank L. Simpson and 
the Grand Lodge, for their assistance in this important matter. 
Needless to say your Grand Commander is delighted with this 
new arrangement and I trust as many of you as possible will 
avail yourselves of the opportunity of inspecting our head- 
quarters to-day. 


CONCLUSION 
I am now about to enter the Mystic realm of the Past 
Grand Commanders who have brought luster and knowledge 
to this Grand Commandery through their several admin- 
istrations. The year of my incumbancy has been most 
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pleasant for me and has afforded opportunities for contact, 
with the Knights of the several Commanderies which have 
added greatly to my happiness.

It 
has been a source of extreme pleasure to me to appoint as 
Grand Recorder, to finish the term made vacant by the death 
of our dearly beloved frater E..Sir Benjamin W. Rowell, 
E.Sir Martin J. Pleschinger, one of our most successful and 
brilliant Recorders and a man eminently fitted to advance the 
cause of Templarism in this Jurisdiction.

INSTRUCTIONS 

1. Grand Officers attending the various functions, official 
or social, of the Grand Commandery, or subordinate Com- 
manderies, shall appear in Full Templar regalia unless other- 
wise ordered by the Grand Commander. 2 

2. The Inspection suite shall consist of the following: 
Officers of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, Past Grand Commanders, 
Commanders of Commanderies in this Jurisdiction, General- 
issimos, Captains General and Past Commanders, together 
with Officers of other Grand Jurisdictions who may be in 
attendance and in regalia. All Officers shall be in full Templar 
uniform. 

3. All Grand Commandery Officers, Past Grand Com- 
manders, and Past Commanders are entitled, and are hereby 
cordially and courteously invited, to attend any and all 
Inspections. 

4, Division Commanders shall have general supervision 
over all Commanderies in their charge, and shall report 
conditions at frequent intervals to the Grand Commander. 

5. In perfecting the Ritualistic and Tactical work of the 
Commandery, General Officers will follow the instructions of 
the Inspector Instructor or his Deputy. Candidates shall 
possess full regalia, including coat, before being Knighted. 
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6. It is the desire of the Grand Commander and the 
Inspector Instructor that all Commanderies be opened in 
fullform. The Inspecting Officer will, in a report to the Grand 
Commander at the end of the year, make note of the number 
of times each Commandery has complied with this request. 


7. Commanderies must send to the Grand Commander, 
Deputy Grand Commander, Grand Generalissimo, Grand 
Captain General, Inspector Instructor, Deputy Inspector. 
Instructor and Grand Recorder notices of all their Conclaves, 
also to each Division Commander the notices of Commanderies 
in their Division. 

8. Commanders are directed to cause to be sent to this 
office immediate information of the death of any Past Com- 
mander or Officer of their respective Commanderies, together 
with such a sketch of his Masonic History as can be obtained. 


9. Every Tactical Formation for every parade occasion 
must be in strict accordance with the official Tactics and 
formations of this Grand Commandery and under the direct 
instruction of the Inspector Instructor unless otherwise 
ordered by the Grand Commander. 


10. All notices of Conclaves and meetings must be sent in 
sealed envelopes. A return post card may be used, but shall 
have no announcement whatever. 


11. Commanders shall see that a suitable visitor’s book is 
placed inthe anteroom. All visitors to a Commandery must 
be required to register in proper form. When a visitor is not 
a Sir Knight of this Jurisdiction a letter from the Recorder 
must be sent to the Recorder of the Commandery of which he 
is a Sir Knight informing the Commandery that this Frater 
was present at the Conclave which he visited. 


12. It is requested that each Commandery procure a light- 


weight parade banner to be used on all occasions outside of the 
Asylum. 


13. This General Order shall be read in full at the head 
of the lines by the Eminent Commander in person at the 
Conclave next following its receipt.

It is hardly necessary to enlarge upon the suffering, poverty 
and devastation caused by the Mississippi Flood. Suffice 
it is to say that it is the worst catastrophe in the history of our 
country. 

It is well, however, to call to your attention that among 
the refugees are many of our Masonic brethren and their 
families. It is true that you have undoubtedly made con- 
tributions to the Relief Funds, either as an organization or 
through your individual members. It is also true that the 
amount called for and subscribed is altogether inadequate and 
that the call will come immediately for increased generosity. 

The experience of the Florida relief has shown the members 
of our Fraternity, (and this knowledge is from the testimony 
of our Brethren in Florida) that Masonic Relief is distributed 
almost to one hundred per cent of the contributions, operating 
as we do through unpaid Masonic committees. 

A movement is under way among the Fraternity in the 
U. 8. to raise a Masonic Fund for the Masonic sufferers, 
relieving by just so much the drain on the resources of other 
National Relief Associations. 

Already the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts has sent over 
$6,000 and continuing contributions will be forwarded. 

It is the hope of the Grand Master that Massachusetts 
Masonry will contribute at least one dollar per capita to this 
worthy cause. 
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Will you not send your Commandery contribution to the 
Grand Recorder and urge your Fraters to send their additional 
contributions or at least a part, to the same address.

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ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION OF BOSTON 
COMMANDERY, No. 2 


The 125th anniversary of Boston Commandery, No. 2, 
Knights Templars on Saturday, March 12th, 1927, proved an 
event ever to be remembered in Templar Masonry. 


The ceremonies commenced with a banquet to the officers 
of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island and their ladies at the Hotel Statler in Boston. Others 
in this party were the Council of St. Johns Commandery, 
No. 1, of Providence, R. I., and Newburyport Commandery, 
No. 3. Also the Council of DeMolay No. 7, and St. Bernard 
Commandery No. 12, of Boston, daughters of Boston Com- 
mandery. The Council of DeMolay Commandery presented 
to E.-.C... Frank O. Clark, as the official head of Boston Com- 
mandery, a large and beautiful silver loving cup as a birthday 
gift to their Mother Commandery. 


Meanwhile there had been assembling at Commonwealth 
Armory in Allston, inspection squads of 26 men each from the 
53 Commanderies composing the nine divisions in the juris- 
diction. Buffet luncheon was provided for all the invited Sir 
Knights and their ladies. 


At eight o’clock lines were formed for the Inspection and 
Review in divisions by the Grand Commander, R.-.E..Sir 
James A. Gunn, and the other officers of the Grand Comman- 
dery. The floor space of the drill shed of the Armory, the 
largest indoor drilling space in the State, proved none too 
large for the manouvers that followed. In procession accord- 
ing to seniority as evidenced by the dates of their Charters, 
these inspection squads, composing the nine divisions, marched 
in; the first division wheeling into line at the South end of the 
drill shed, the second division wheeling into column formation 
to their left, then the third and so on for all the nine divisions. 
Then when the formation was completed, the entire line was 
inspected by the Grand Commander and staff followed by 
passing in review, with the lady friends of the Sir Knights 
looking on from reserved seats in the various balconies. 
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Another feature which added to the novelty of the affair and 
made it one of the most elaborate and successful undertakings 
in Templar Masonry was the lighting effect. Before marching 
out a large number of flood lights were focused on a section of 
the drill floor and as the different Commandery drill squads 
marched passed, moving picture machines were constantly at 
work. These pictures were shown the following weck at 
every first class moving picture Theatre in the United States, 
So far as we know this is the first Inspection and Review in 
Divisions of an entire Grand Jurisdiction. 

Further entertainment was provided as follows: 

An Exhibition by the 110th Cavalry, Massachusetts Na- 
tional Guard, in the Main Armory under the direction of 
Lt. Col. Dana T. Gallup, consisting of Jumping through fire 
by Headquarters Troop, Capt. A. E. Duncan. Rough Ridin 
Detail from all troops under the direction of Ist Lt. E. a 
Jenkins. Exhibition Polo, two teams from 110th Clases " 
under the direction of Capt. A. P. Thayer. Night Attack fied 
a camp by Troop B Capt. R. E. Anthony, and the Bervine 
Troop, Ist Lt. Scott B. Curry. cS 

The evening closed with dancing in Curtis Guild Hall. 

On March 12th, 1802, ten Sir Knights organized what the 
then termed Boston Encampment of Red Cross Knights ec! 
which from that date until 1806 conferred the “Order of 
Knighthood” as the record reads, on a number of Companions 
On March 15th, 1806, it was found desirable to join with the 
Sir Knights of Rhode Island who had formed a Grand Encam 7 
ment in 1805, an organization now known as the Gene 
Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. The Boston men 
found their titles did not agree with their Rhode Island 
Fraters and so the Boston Encampment became Boston En- 
campment of Knights Templars, No. 2, receiving a Charter 
in 1806. The growth of this organization has been remark. 
able, the ten members who formed it in 1802 had increased to 
550 at the time of its 80th anniversary, a fact that in itself was 
the subject of great congratulation. In 1902 at its 100th 
anniversary its membership was 1,000 and today it is upwards 
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of 1,500. In this period of time it has supplied 19 Grand 
Commanders of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

During all these years this Commandery has been active as 
is shown by their records which are complete from their first 
meeting, March 12, 1802, and show no lapse. 


NEW MASONIC TEMPLE IN PROVIDENCE, R. I. 


The cornerstone of the new Masonic Temple in Providence 
was laid Sunday, April 24, 1927, and was attended by more 
than 6,000 Rhode Island Masons, practically all the Lodges 
in Rhode Island being represented. The Commanderies 
located in Rhode Island, acted as escorts to the various 
subdivisions of the parade. The Grand Commandery was 
represented by your Grand Commander and other Officers and 
guests from New York, Connecticut, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont. 

The corner stone was laid by the Grand Lodge of Rhode 
Island, Most Worshipful Brother William L. Sweet, Grand 
Master, Past Commander of Thomas Smith Webb Comman- 
dery, No. 51, and Deputy for Rhode Island A. A. 8. Rite. 

Fully 20,000 people were assembled on Capitol Hill and all 
were enabled to hear the complete ceremony by the installa- 
tion of high powered amplifiers. 

After the ceremonies at the Temple, the Lodges attended 
divine service at the following churches: 

The First Baptist Meeting House, Mathewson Street M. E. 
Church, Grace Church (Episcopal), All Saints Memorial 
Church (Episcopal), First Universalist Church, and Beneficent 
Congregational Church. 


ST. JOHNS COMMANDERY, NO. 1, ANNIVERSARY 


The 125th Anniversary of the founding of St. Johns 
Commandery, No. 1, was celebrated in Providence, Sunday, 
August 21st, 1927, by church services at the First Baptist 
Meeting House and by a banquet held at the Shrine Club, 
Tuesday, August 23, 1927, both of which occasions being 
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attended by your Grand Commander and a number of Grand 
Commandery Officers. 

The services at the Church were preceded by a short parade 
from the Masonic Temple, Calvary Commandery, No. 13 
and Thomas Smith Webb Commandery, No. 51, acting as 
escort to St. Johns Commandery, No. 1. The following was 
the order of Service at the Church.

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The anniversary of this Commandery is of great significance 
in the history of Templarism in the United States of America, 
as we of today know it. 

Without entering into the many matters of record and 
detail concerning the history and standing of St. Johns Com- 
mandery, No. 1, all of which, through many years of discussion 
and contention, have been now pleasantly and definitely 
settled, it is well to restate for remembrance, that while other 
bodies in this country may claim a more ancient lineage in 
Templarism, such claims rest largely on tradition or documents 
which have no particular bearing on the Order as we know it. 

St. Johns Commandery, No. 1, was organized in Providence 
in the Old Market Building, Market Square, August 23, 1802, 
by Thomas Smith Webb and six associates, and no lapse of its 
records, documents or papers, has occurred since that date, 
all being in good and perfect condition to date. 

Thomas Smith Webb was the first Commander, serving 
from 1802 to 1813. Webb was instrumental with Fraters of 
St. Johns, Boston and Newburyport Commanderies in the 
formation, May 13, 1805, of the Grand Commandery, over 
which he presided from its organization in 1805 to 1817. 
The Grand Commandery was,also formed in the Old Market 
Building, now standing in Providence, R. I., and is considered 
the cradle of Templar Masonry in America. Webb was also 
the moving spirit in the foundation of the Grand Encamp- 
ment by Grand Commanderies of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, New York and Pennsylvania in 1816, in which Gov. 
Clinton was the first presiding Officer; Webb being next in 
line at the time of his death in 1819. 

Dr. Henry Warren Rugg, a member of St. Johns Com- 
mandery, No. 1, K. T., elected Em. Commander in 1871 
and R. E. Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island was elected M. E. Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States of 
America at Saratoga, New York, in 1907. 

It is probably not found on record that a member of the 
Fraternity every held, at one and the same time, the positions 
of M. W. Grand Master of Masons in a Grand Jurisdiction 
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and M. E. Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, with 
the exception of that honor which came to Dr. Rugg. He 
died in Providence, July 21, 1910. 

The Banquet held Tuesday, August 23, 1927, was also 
attended by your Grand Commander and a large number of 
Grand Officers, other Eminent Sir Knights of other Com- 
manderies and Sir Knights with ladies. It was a most en- 
joyable social success, conducted in a very pleasant and 
informal manner. The intimate and cordial relations of St. 
Johns with Calvary and Thomas Smith Webb Commanderies; 
one the now somewhat ancient daughter, the other a rather 
recent daughter of both, was celebrated by the presentations 
to St. Johns Commandery, by both her daughters of the 
Commandery, badge of each in gold, to be worn by the present 
and future Commanders of St. Johns forever.

Amend Section 2, Article V, by striking out the words

I really 
did not have the nerve to impose upon anyone whom I might 
appoint the duty of making a review of the other Grand 
Jurisdictions, forty-seven in all, with but a month and a half 
to do it in; so I made up my mind that the only thing was to 
do it myself, which I did. Therefore, I submit a review of 
forty-two Jurisdictions, all that have been received up to 
date.” 

The report referred to, as submitted by the Grand Com- 
mander, was ordered received, recorded and printed in the 
proceedings. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY

Report of the Inspector Instructor 


Orrice or tue Ixspecror INstructor, 
127 Dorrance Street, Providence, R. I. 
September 10, 1927. 
To Grand Commandery: 

This closes the tenth year of our present Inspection System. It 
also closes the tenth year of service of your present Inspector 
Instructor. 

The period calls for a brief review. What has happened, what 
are the achievements, what is our present condition, what of the 
future seem to be thoughts most pregnant and appropriate at this 
time. 

The historic background of Templarism as an organized and 
vital factor in the United States of America reflects the highest 
credit upon the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, for it was the first—a fact we should never forget—and 
from that occurrence has proceeded all that Templarism is today. 

This should and does lay a heavy duty of responsibility on this 
Grand Body. That duty and responsibility has been willingly 
and nobly assumed by our fraters always. We do not boast 
when we assert we liave furnished many of the master minds of 
our fraternity. We can give full credit to the many ardent and 
distinguished Knights who have labored with the greatest of 
credit and honor, but in fundamentals, in conception, inception 
and co-ordination our Grand Commandery has been a major 
factor. We have but to cite two principal considerations, the 
Grand Encampment and the basis of our Ritual, both children of 
our patron saint, Thomas Smith Webb, our first Grand Com- 
mander. 
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With this historic background and these considerations Lhe 
Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island has 
been alert for development and progress. What has happened 
in the last ten years is but the outgrowth of the sentiment inherent 
for the years that have succeeded 1805. 

The present Inspection system is simply the result of the desire 
for uniformity and consistency in both ritual and tactics. Volumes 
could be written of the struggles and difficulties during at least 
the last seventy-five years, by both Grand Commandery and 
Grand Encampment to secure even a modest uniformity. 

In respect of the ritual its beginnings are veiled in a mystery 
which cannot now be penetrated, yet we have substantial reasons 
for the belief that our present ritual is fundamentally the same 
as that fabricated by Thomas Smith Webb and his associates. 
But it was not always thus with our Grand Commandery, cer- 
tainly not with most of the other Grand Commanderies. Other 
Grand Commanderies for many years changed, altered and rewrote 
the Ritual to suit themselves until most of them had work 
essentially their own. Much to the credit of our Grand Com- 
mandery we have always striven to retain and improve the 
original as handed down by our founders. Much wi 
plished for good when the Grand Encampment assuming its 
granted powers accepted some years ago practically the Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island ritual and ordered its uniform use for 
all. 

Still up to ten years ago the work of our Commanderies varied 
greatly in details. Many Commanderies took great pride and 
pains in their original interpretations and as Grand Commandery 
demanded little in inspection, the work varied greatly in character 
and excellence and tended largely toward omission of essentials. 
Once in a long period there might be an official exemplification 
and sometimes there might be some ambitious and gifted Com- 
mander who would take the time to perfect the entire work but 
in the main it ended in “loves labor lost.” It can be safely said 
that most all of our work at inspection consisted of the ritual of 
argument in the Red Cross and from the fifth libation on in the 
Order of the Temple. 

The work of the Chamber of Reflection was hardly ever heard 
and the ritual mostly read to the candidates, many times amid 
turmoil and confusion. Full form opening, if its existence was 
known, was looked upon with dread as something to be shunned 
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and avoided if possible. Il the preliminary and pre- 
paratory work of our principal degrees is concerned it is safe to 
say that a large majority of our Knights entering previous to at 
least ten years ago will hardly remember that it existed in their 
time at all. 

So much for the ritual. What of Tactics? Did we have 
Tactics? Yes, Grants. But how many knew of its authorization? 
How many used it? Practically none. Why should they? No 
inspection form of tacti 


1 movements were even required or 
noted. Some Commanderies had a semblance of military move- 
ments for receptions and the like but they were all highly original 
and individualistic. 

In the matter of Tactics it must be said that the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island has not been a 
leader, for a number of Grand Commanderies long ago established 
formal Tactical movements. At the same time it can also be 
said the Grand Encampment until recently unlike its action in 
respect of Ritual has not considered the subject of Tactics as 
regards uniformity and what it has considered and established 
recently does not as yet apply to our Asylum Tactics. 

The subject of Uniform both in Grand Encampment and among 
the Grand Commanderies has exercised and does exercise more 
baneful influence than any other in respect to uniformity. And 
incidentally it has had its effect upon Tactics. The Grand 
Encampment struggled with the subject for many years and 
finally gave it up as unsolvable after the fierce conflicts of sixty 
or more years ago. Neither the Grand Encampment or Grand 
Commanderies require any particular form of uniform except 
for their own Officers and the insignia of office for all Officers. 

UH we are not a Military body we are at least a Militant body— 
a distinction perhaps but hardly a difference—and therefore a 
Uniform would seem to be nec ry for all. Further the tradi- 
tions of our Order demand it, for the very first of our fathers 
required and wore one. Thomas Smith Webb’s regalia is still 
in existence, our highly prized possession, yet up to the present 
few of the Grand Commanderies require a uniform. In this 
respect we are a leader, as for the last ten years we have required 
all candidates to be knighted in a uniform of their own. 

Such is a brief outline of the history and development of our 
Ritual and Tactics and a resumé of the circumstances and con- 


ditions relating to this Grand Commandery ten years ago. 
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With the increasing growth in numbers during the last twenty- 
five years and consequently the more material prosperity of our 
Order in this jurisdiction, it became increasingly evident that to 
preserve the unity, dignity and credit of Templar bodies, more 
efficient means and methods of control and inspection was im- 
peratively necessary, by Grand Commandery. 

Recognizing these facts the Grand Commander of 1915-16, your 
present Inspector Instructor made the following recommendation 
at the end of his term: ‘I recommend a special committee be 
appointed to investigate and report upon some feasible plan, 
applicable to our Grand Commandery, that will make the in- 
spections more effective. While we cannot do away with the 
social features that now exist with the formal Inspection of a 
Commandery, and neither does anybody wish to, yet our In- 
spections should be of some useful, practical value to the Order. 
We have now no stated form to guide the Inspecting Officer and 
Inspections are constantly made in a widely varying manner.” 

The sueceeding Grand Commander, Rt. Eminent Sir Samuel D. 
Sherwood, in his address, at the semi-annual Conclave, May 24, 
1917, made the following recommendation: “I therefore recom- 
mend that it be made a requirement of this Grand Commandery, 
that on and after September 1, 1917, each Commandery in this 
Grand Jurisdiction shall not Knight any candidate, except he be 
clothed in his own regalia.” This recommendation was adopted 
by a large majority on motion of Rt. Em. Sir Frederick I. Dana. 

At the annual Conclave, October 30, 1917, Rt. Em. Sir Sher- 
wood made the following recommendation: “I have long believed 
that the system of Inspections that we have so long used, should 
be changed, that we should have but one standard of Inspection 
and one that will greatly increase the efficiency and improve the 
work of subordinate Commanderies. 

“In order that a system of Inspections might be devised to 
adequately supply our needs to produce results that should be 
worth the money expended for Inspections and to bring the 
Commanderies up to their highest state of efficiency, I appointed, 
with your approval, a Committee on Inspections to investigate 
and make report at this annual Conclave. The copy of their 
report already placed in your hands, shows the thorough con- 
scientious work they have done. The system they recommend 
retains all the so-called features of our present system and as I 


believe, adds to them. At the same time, it provides and insures. 
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the thorough and impartial Inspection and Instruction that the 
subordinate Commanderies need and will welcome.” 

The report of this Committee was adopted. This was the 
birth of our present Inspection system. Rt. Em. Sir William H. 
Emerson elected Grand Commander at the annual Conclave in 
1917, appointed your present Inspector Instructor. 

Much water has run over the dam since these days and it would 
be useless for us to recite here all that has transpired in the ten 
years that are now behind us. The work is before you for those 
who know or for those who care to know and will investigate. 

Some things, however, may be briefly stated. The authorized 
Ritual of the Grand Encampment is in exact use in every Com- 
mandery. Tactics for all Asylum Ceremonies have been formu- 
lated, fitted to the Ritual with accompanying graphic Diagrams 
and written instructions, and are in use by every Commandery. 

Our Grand Commandery is divided into nine Divisions each 
under the command of a General Officer of Grand Commandery 
and from each Commandery is demanded absolutely uniform 
work in Ritual and Tactics. It is safe to say that as far as we 
have been able to ascertain no other Grand Commandery either 
larger or smaller demands or obtains so much in uniformity and 
high standing. ; 

In our marking system equal stress has been laid upon Tacties 
and Ritual and while efficiency has been longer and perhaps 
harder to attain in tacties there is today not much choice. 

Beyond all this we have been unique in our marking system in 
demanding attendance and giving credit for the same. We 

do not know that any Grand Commandery demands this. While 
this has been undoubtedly the greatest hardship of our system, 
in some respects we are sure the results of ten years of experience 
amply and fully justify it. 

We require 50% of our membership in full Templar uniform, for 
a perfect mark of ten points at inspections. But no one can 
doubt its efficiency, its worth for enthusiasm and support in the 
general welfare of the Commanderies. In fact it has been a 
practical success from the start, as figures will show. In this 
item of marking, there can be no guess work. It is the one mark 
that a Commandery makes for itself. 

What are the figures? In 1918 the first year of our Inspection 
System the average mark for all the Commanderies was practically 
§ minus or about 80 percent of the 50 percent of our entire member- 
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ship, indicating at that time an attendance of nearly 7,000 mem- 
bers at Inspections and all in uniform. The mark has increased 
to nearly 9 plus showing attendance for the past year of practically 
10,000 at our Inspections. If there is another Grand Commandery 
that can show a like attendance in uniform, we would be interested 
to have it pointed out. 

We will not weary you with figures but all the work both 
Ritualistic and Tactical, as shown by the marks, shows a con- 
sistent and rapid growth in all departments. Our Commanderies 
as a whole in 1918 averaged in total marks not quite 8 minus, or 
75 percent of our total points of 100. This year, they have aver- 
aged around slightly under 9 plus, nearly 90 percent of efficiency. 
During this period also, our membership has increased very 
rapidly. In 1918 it was 18,618; in 1926, 26,563. ; 

We can be justly proud of our Grand Commandery for what it 
has accomplished in the last decade. Our Asylum work has been 
a surprise and wonderment for those who have visited us from 
other jurisdictions and we are constantly importuned for advice 
and guidance from them. 

On June 29th of this year, Calvary Commandery at our request 
exemplified our complete work of Inspection and the Order of the 
Temple in the Asylum of Coeur de Lion Commandery, New York 
City, before a multitude of present and past Commanders and 
Grand Commanders and other Officers and Sir Knights of at 
least eight Grand Jurisdictions. It was a complete surprise and 
revelation of the possibilities of our work as witnessed by the 
numerous remarks made and the receipt of more than one hundred 
letters of commendation. 

Yet we have originated nothing not laid down in theory and 
fundamentals of our Order. Our work as it is, is as it was intended. 
We have worked only for development, progress and perfection. 

Once in a while its said, “What’s the use, we can be Templars 
without the fuss and feathers, without required attendance, with- 
out uniform, etc. The ritual can be done our own way. As for 
Tactics, we are not and never can be soldiers.” Well, perhaps so, 
but it never has been so. Home life, civil life, national life, frater- 
nal life, has never run itself without principles, laws or order. 
When this condition has been true, disaster and chaos has been 
the result. If it be so with Masonry or Templarism, may we in 
the kindliest spirit, ask: why do we join our Order and why have 
we pledged our devotion? And if our organization be not worth 
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while, our principles and obligations “much ado about nothing,” 
we are without excuse to linger in the ranks and wear its insignia. 

The fact remains, no fraternity may exist for long without 
fidelity to its principles, service in its cause and an effective 
organization to control and administer. This is the entire why 
and wherefore of all our ‘‘fuss and feathers.” 


MARKS 


The basis for Inspection marks and relative standing of previ- 
ous recent years, was continued for the current year, namely, 
Commander 20, Prelate 10, other Officers 10, Full Form 5, Para- 
phernalia 5; Total 50 points for ritual. 

Military Movements 15, Military Appearance 15, Floor Work 
10, Attendance 50% of membership in uniform 10. Total for 
tactics 50; Grand Total 100. 

This system of relative values has best stood the test of time 
and no reason has appeared to change it. 

Together with the group system of ranking, it has produced 
all that could be expected, where human judgment and experience 
is the determining factor. Examination of the following group 
tables will amply demonstrate the continuance of the general 
high standing of all the commanderies. 

This situation, although gratifying in its general aspect, has 
brought forth what all like situations tend to produce—a very 
enthusiastic spirit of contention or rivalry, which has of course, 
its attendant difficulties. 

With the approach to the very high level of standing of many 
Commanderies, it is often very difficult for them to understand 
why some Commanderies are not ranked higher, or why Com- 
manderies are placed in the same group, when it seems to the 
Commander, in his enthusiasm, that his and his officers’ work is 
superior. This has been particularly so, since during the last 
two years, many of the Commanderies have by consistent effort 
approached the almost perfect mark of 10 minus, meaning the 
attainment of 95 or more points, out of a possible score of 100. 

It is a difficult and distressing matter to tell a Commander, 
who has spent hours of earnest effort and study, that he has not 
quite attained his ambition for a higher mark and the main issue 
of the group system of marking is to avoid the extreme and 
ultra minute distinctions of cold and arbitrary figures. 

In general it should be constantly borne in mind that marks can 
only be questions of human judgment, subject to all its frailties, 
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yet nevertheless it is surely a fact, that whatever marks are made, 
or have been made in this jurisdiction, have always been made 
by someone who has had a more wide and extended experience, 
without doubt, than any present Commander can_ possibly 
have. 

Your Inspector Instructor has not considered it worthwhile to 
generally enter into the many nice discriminations that can be 
stressed. He is of the opinion that it accomplishes no particular 
good. His effort has been to encourage, at all times, the attain- 
ment of the average good work in all Commanderies, with no desire 
to pit one Commandery against the other, with its attendant 
rivalry and heartaches. Encouragement of effort in all good work, 
has been his watch word, with no criticism openly expressed. 
He has sought cooperation with helpful advice, privately ex- 
pressed. A quotation in reply to a letter received from the Com- 
mander of one of our very best Commanderies, who asked for 
reasons for not receiving the very highest mark, may best illus- 
trate to all the situation and the views of the Inspector Instructor. 

“Efficiency in our Ritual and Tacties, which the Inspection 
system and marks really mean, embraces a wide range of factors 
and is a matter of slow growth, not a matter of one man’s or one 
year’s effort. Bear in mind also, that the 9 plus mark means from 
90 to 94% efficiency in all respects a very high mark, especially 
when a Commandery attains say 98%. Under such conditions, a 
Commandery is deserving of perhaps a much higher rating than a 
Commandery attaining only 90%, although the mark as given 
must be the same. 

“Originally we marked by percentages only, but as marks are 
made by human beings, they are necessarily subject to all the 
frailties of human judgment. This encouraged conditions of 
contention and argument, and so we established the group system 
of mark and separated the Commanderies into sections of efficiency 
as conducive to less comparative criticisms. 


“This has seemed best, but of course it does not eliminate all 
the difficulties of the situation. For example, a Commandery 
may reach 90%, another 94%, both receiving the same mark 9 
plus, yet one Commandery is much better than the other. 


“So many times I am asked, how about it, why? This ought 
to show, or make you realize why it is so hard to give a Com- 
mandery the 10 minus mark. In the first place, the Command- 
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ery must reach at least 95% efficiency. What does this mean? 
The marks must read something like this:

“Remember the above is about the lowest figures, in fact the 
minimum on which to base 10 minus. Analize these figures and 
ask yourself how many Commanderies you could mark thus, 
or if in fairness, you could mark your own Commandery thus. ' 

“Were you yourself 90% efficient in Ritual and Tactics? Was 
your Prelate and other Officers efficient? Was your Military 
points 96.6% efficient and was your floor 95% correct? 

“Unfortunately, I can mark on effort only at the lower end 
of the line. Commanderies approaching the high mark and rank 
are presumed to make an effort, but could I have marked you 
and your Commandery on effort, interest and sincerity, I would 
have gladly made it 10 minus. No Commandery has ever reached 
the high mark of 10 minus except through years of struggle and 
hard work and they that have been so honored are few and far 
between. 

“Tt pleases me more than all to know, as I think I know, that a 
majority of the fifty-three Commanderies are around 90% effi- 
cient, rather than to realize that we have a few only that can 
attain 95% efficiency. 

“This, however, in no way limits the honor and credit you have 
attained in your work, and in which I rejoice with all my heart. 
My only hope is that your good work may be continued. If so, 
the future will open a wide vista of success to your Commandery 
and redown to your own credit and the honor and glory of the 
Order we have all sworn to uphold. This should be our first and 
only thought. 

“I can summarize it all by stating that the fundamentals of 
good work are based upon first absolute fidelity to both Ritual 
and ‘Tactics; second, to manner and style of delivery; third, to 

prompt execution of all within the standard time set. Some- 
times we may tolerate slight variations of Ritual, provided the 
style is correct, but never can we tolerate violations of Tactics. 
It all means that the highest efficiency can only be attained by 
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constant and persistent practice and reiteration. I — 
you upon what I judged to be a very successful year as Com-

RITUAL AND TACTICS 
Not much can be added to what has been said, in recent years, 
regarding Ritual and Tactics. Improvement has been continuous 
as a whole until a very high state of efficiency obtains relatively 
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in all Commanderies. As has been desired, the vast improvement 
has shown itself along the entire line of Officers, especially in 
Ritualistic work. No longer do we have individual star per- 
formers. All Officers do commendable work, in comparison 
with the older years. 

Tactical work shows improvement, but not so completely 
noticeable. This is a difficult problem and it cannot ever be 
solved to complete satisfaction, because as we have said before, 
“Often the best Ritualist is without the slightest knowledge or 
experience in Military Forms or objects,” but progress is fairly 
rapid, and somewhere and sometime will be found the proper 
balance for the good of our Order. 


INSPECTION 


The physical work of Inspection has continued high, even with 
the addition of much experienced assistance, ‘through division 
Commanders and Assistant Inspectors. It would be much 
lessened if the recommendations of previous years were fully 
followed. Briefly, they are: 

Ist. Division Commanders should exercise constant and 
minute supervision of all the affairs of all the Commanderies 
under their jurisdiction. 

Qnd. Very prompt and early dates of Inspection. Choose 
dates not conflicting with other Commanderies. 

8rd. Avoid waste of time on Inspection dates by commencing 
not earlier than 4.30 P. M., and performing work without long 
intermissions. 


CONCLUSION 

Years have flown rapidly. The achievements of ten years are 
before you. What was entered into as a labor of love has ended 
with personal gratification and happiness. To serve Grand 
Commandery is a high honor and a distinguished privilege. When 
it has been accompanied by cordial and lasting friendships, the 
willing aid and enthusiastic support of every Officer and Sir 
Knight, it constitutes one of the most delightful experiences of 
life, for which we are most profoundly grateful. Men may come 
and go as all earthly things may perish, but the ideals and visions 
of our Order can never die as long as willing hands sustain and 
fervent hearts beat for them.

During the year the Board has acted in all respects as 
required by the resolutions and within the powers there 
conferred. This report is made in accordance with the re- 
quirement of Resolution No. 8. 

The Board’s policy of using the fund for purposes of loans, 
as outlined in the report of the Committee of 1926 (Pro- 
ceedings, 108-112), has been continued. 

After a careful investigation through all the institutions 
where our beneficiaries are attending, the Board has decided 
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to grant sums as scholarship gifts to beneficiaries who have 
been found notably distinguished for academic progress and 
progress in character and achievement toward the ideals of 
our Order. These grants have been made as payments 
credited on the loans already placed, and to the following 
beneficiaries and in the following amounts:

Frye, Ruth A. Wheaton College 200

The Board feels that knowledge of this will be a helpful 
incentive to others of our beneficiaries, many of whom are 
working under a heavy handicap and discouraging conditions, 
as well as a knightly courtesy to our most deserving bene- 
ficiaries which will redound to the benefit of our Order and 
the furtherance of our ideals. 

Due to our experience, the Board has found it necessary to 
vote, ‘that the maximum sum to be lent to a student for one 
year’s expenses shall be limited to the amount of $500,” and 
also, “that no loans be made to students until they have had 
at least one year’s educational experience beyond high school.’ 
Excepting for these changes in policy, the policies previously 
adopted in the administration of the Fund have been carried 
on, each application being thoroughly investigated and con- 
sidered on its individual merits. 

Appended hereto is the report of the Treasurer showing in 
detail, so that “he who runs may read,” the condition of the 
finances and of the loans made by the Board and outstanding. 

Also hereto appended is the report of the Secretary, showing 


in detail the number of applicants, the amounts of the loans to | 


them, and the institutions where they are attending 

The Board feels that their work is bearing fruit far more 
tban a hundred-fold, and that the Fund is an institution most 
worthy of earnest support and encouragement. 
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The Board wishes especially to acknowledge the earnest 
cooperation given to their work by the Grand Officers, and 
the painstaking coordination in investigations and follow-up 
work on the part of Commanders and Recorders of the con- 
stituent Commanderies. In many instances this coordi- 
nation has been marked. Since the Fund cannot be properly 
administered unless the Board has such cooperation and co- 
ordination, because most of its decisions must depend in the 
greatest decree upon the careful and conscientious consider- 
ation given to the Board’s inquiries by these officers of the 
constituent Commanderies, the Board feels that the success of 
its work is largely attributable to such cooperation and 
coordination. 

Twice during the last two years the Board has been re- 
quired, owing to a shortage of available funds, to refuse 
further applications, and such a situation exists at the time 
of the making of this report. For this reason the Board is 
axerting even more care than usual in selecting those deemed to 
be most worthy of the benefits of the Fund. In this effort, 
as in all other matters relating to the Fund, we solicit and 
bespeak further painstaking assistance from all officers of the 
Grand Commandery and of the constituent Commanderies.

REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE 
KNIGHTS TEMPLARS EDUCATIONAL FUND FOR 
MASSACHUSETTS AND RHODE ISLAND 


The Treasurer of this Board has the special privilege of 
being the direct channel for supplying funds to approved ap- 
plicants and in turn receiving from them repayments. This 
contact has resulted in a mass of correspondence and some 
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personal interviews, from which may be drawn a picture of the 
striking values of assistance rendered and the varying degrees 
of appreciation shown among those helped. 

On the whole those assisted are young men and young 
women of exceptionally wholesome character, who react in a 
properly appreciative manner. The fact, that with the funds 
go the best wishes and the keen personal interest of the 
Knights Templars of this jurisdiction invariably is stressed 
jn our correspondence, and pleasant personal acquaintance- 
ships frequently develop, so that our records become reposi- 
tories of facts and impressions of great and determinative 
value when the question of granting further assistance arises, 
as well as in presenting a special opportunity to supply en- 
couragement and friendship to students more in need of such 
relationship than are others better situated. 

The total loans disbursed by the Treasurer to September 1, 
1927, have amounted to $66,140.22. Thus far no interest of 
any kind has been charged nor paid. Loans made are payable 
10 per cent within one year after the completion of schooling, 
20 per cent the second year, 30 per cent the third year, 40 per 
cent the fourth year. Circumstances arise to alter the dates 
of maturities, but the following estimate closely approximates 
the prospective maturity dates of loans made.

Against this, however, $1,552.35 already has been repaid to 
the board. While it will be noted that the amount repaid 
nearly equals the amount at this date due for payment, it 
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should be noted that a portion of the loans due have not been 
paid, while some payments not yet due have been anticipated. 

It should be borne in mind that our beneficiaries as a whole 
are struggling, and often-times might be termed needy. Non- 
payments are generally due to reasons usually existing in such 
circumstances. Moreover, we have students who continue 
their studies beyond the course originally planned. Illness, 
also, sometimes intervenes. Sometimes the beneficiary chooses 
to marry before squaring his account with us; in such cir- 
cumstances, we unavoidably bid fair to come off second best 
for a time. 

It will be noted that only some $5,500 will be due for pay- 
ment during the coming year, some $10,700 the following year, 
and, about July 1, 1930, some $16,000 additional will be due 
for repayment. Due to the situation of these young students 
as a whole, as suggested briefly above, it may not be wise to 
expect reliable receipts of moneys due with the same definite- 
ness as would apply in different circumstances, and this point 
is called to your attention lest the error be made of under- 
estimating the length of time required for turnover of funds. 
It would seem that the fund must be much larger than the 
present total before repayments will be in such ratio as to make 
it a truly “revolving fund,” so that its undoubted benefits 
may be carried forward without the payments annually from 
the Commanderies of this jurisdiction. 

The intercourse of the Board with the many students as 
well as with the many institutions has resulted in widespread 
appreciation of the tenets of our Order and the character of 
Templar Masons wherever they may be. As a member of the 
fraternity I am deeply pleased with the service we have ren- 
dered the youth of our land, and the appreciations expressed 
are ample to afford us all a feeling of truest gratification.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE 
KNIGHTS TEMPLARS EDUCATIONAL FUND FOR 
MASSACHUSETTS AND RHODE ISLAND 


As Secretary of the Board of Trustees of the Educational 
Fund of this jurisdiction, I am briefly summarizing such phases 
of the Board’s activities as have not been covered by the 
preceding reports of our Chairman and Treasurer. 

Since the inception of the Fund, to September 15, 1927, we 
have expended $79,630.22 on 317 loans made to 217 students, 
attending 73 different institutions. (A complete list of these 


—— 
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institutions is appended.) Of the foregoing sum, $12,490 on 
40 loans, is for the present college year and is now in the 
process of disbursement by the Treasurer. The Board has 
12 other applications, totalling $4,100, fully investigated and 
at present before them for consideration, and 5 applications 
in process of investigation totalling $1,600. 

In addition to the above, there are on file 14 applications 
amounting to $4,410 which will be investigated and con- 
sidered in sequence of their receipt, if, and when, our funds 
permit of further expenditures. 

Of the 217 students assisted, 110 have graduated from their 
institutions. The amount loaned to these students is $36,045. 
A small portion of this has already been repaid, and a still 
smaller portion of it is due, but, under the terms of our notes, 
it will be sometime before our fund will be greatly benefited 
by repayments and truly become a revolving fund. 

Each year we are obliged to refuse aid to students due to a 
shortage of funds and this is occurring in spite of certain 
restrictions recently imposed. 

It has been a revelation to the Board to learn of the vast 
number of young men and young women who are endeavoring 
to work their way through college. In many cases this is 
being done against great odds, physical handicaps, adverse 
environmental influences, the passing of college age and as- 
sumption of family obligations, and always straightened 
circumstances, if not actual poverty. 

Surely when the youth of America are so earnestly striving 
to improve their citizenship, they should receive all the help 
and encouragement we are capable of giving. It is our-am- 
bition and hope that eventually this fund may in some manner 
be augmented so that the field of our work can be extended. 


As Secretary, I wish to thank the Grand Officers for their 
unfailing cooperation, and the Recorders and Commanders of 
the various Commanderies for their punctilious investigation 
of applicants residing in their jurisdictions. We are also 
greatly indebted to the college deans and the professors for 
giving us their unbiased opinions of the students’ character 
and scholastic standing. The Board depends to an appre- 
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ciable extent upon the information thus received, and were it 
not for this support the Board could not properly function. 

Our correspondence daily reveals the gratitude of our bene- 
ficiaries; and the spirit of friendliness which is being fostered 
is a continual source of inspiration and gratification. I know 
I but voice the sentiments of the entire Board, when I say we 
feel our Sir Knights have given us an incomparable oppor- 
tunity of service in permitting us to administer a Fund, made 
possible entirely and solely by their own generosity.

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RECEPTION TO MOST WORSHIPFUL GRAND 
MASTER FRANK L. SIMPSON 


By direction of the Grand Commander the escort and 
Committee retired and escorted into the Asylum Most Wor- 
shipful Bro. Frank L. Simpson, Grand Master of Masons in 
Massachusetts, who was graciously presented by V.-.E..Sir 
Norris G. Abbott, Deputy Grand Commander. 

The Grand Commander: “Most Worshipful Frank L. 
Simpson, I wish I could express to you in proper language my 
sincere appreciation of your being here today and coming to 
our One Hundred and Twenty-Second Annual Conclave. I 
realize fully that you are a very, very busy man. The rest of 
us, heads of the Grand Bodies, really think we have our 
burdens, but if we had to carry the load that you do, I think 
we would realize that we were even more so. We appreciate 
very much indeed your taking the time to come to our Grand 
Commandery Conclave today. 

Let me say also, while I realize that it is a great honor for 
me to have the privilege of receiving the Grand Master of 
Masons of Massachusetts, it comes even more closely to my 
heart and gives me more pleasure to receive you as Frank L. 
Simpson, who during the past year I have learned to respect 
and love both as a Mason and a friend, as well as the Grand 
Master of Masons of Massachusetts. 

You have extended many courtesies to me. I have laid my 
burdens on your shoulders a number of times and you have 
never failed to assist me whenever I did so in any way that 
you could. 

I know, Most Worshipful, that Sir Knights will want to 
hear a few words from their Grand Master, and I am going to 
ask you to assume the East and say just a few words to the 
members of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, Loyal Brothers of the Grand Body.”’ (Applause) 

Grand Master Simpson: “Right Eminent Sir, I appreciate 
more deeply than I can tell you the very gracious compliment 
which you have paid me. I do not wish to detain the Sir 
Knights on their feet, and I beg, Sir, that you will assume your 
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station in the East of this Grand Commandery and permit me 
to say the few words I have to say after the Sir Knights are 
comfortably seated.” : 

The Grand Commander: ‘As you wish, Most Worshipful. 
Be seated, Sir Knights.” 

(All present resume their seats.) 

Grand Master Simpson: ‘Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander and Sir Knights, I cannot adequately respond to the 
gracious reception which the Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander has so generously extended to me. I can simply say to 
him and to you that if it be true that if in any way I have con- 
tributed at all to the friendly, cordial and brotherly relations 
which exist between us, it has been a very high privilege and 
T esteem it so. 

At the outset I want to say to you, Right Eminent Sir, and 
my Fraters of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, that I very 
deeply appreciate the hospitality that you have extended to 
me both yesterday and today and your very, very delightful 
generosity and liberality. 

T do not feel that { can detain you longer, not only because 
I have been talking almost continually for the last two hours 
but because I realize that you have matters of business that 
demand your attention; but I am going to trespass for only 
a few minutes upon your time because I so deeply appreciate 
this opportunity of saying just a few words to you touching 
matters which I am sure are as interesting to you as they are 
to me. 

There are many things going on in Masonry in these days 
and I want to say just a word about them, not in detail but in 
the general aspect, because I have come to respect, to know 
and to understand the Masonic zeal which influences those who 
compose this grand body. 

I conceive that there may be two views which may be en- 
tertained touching Masonry. I venture to think that there 
may be a sentiment or an attitude that this association is one 
in which men may find gratification of many of the individual 
aspirations which men may find satisfied in congenial society, 
and happiness of various kinds, and that beyond that it is not 
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a matter of very serious concern; and then I conceive that 
there may be an attitude—one which I share—that this as- 
sociation of ours, this Free Masonry of ours, is a matter of 
very serious concern in the development of what we call 
civilization. In other words, I understand that there may be 
these two attitudes, one which centers about the gratification 
of those very proper aspirations of the individual, the other 
which centers about the service which this association has 
rendered to mankind and may render to mankind in the years 
that are yet before us. : 

Those who take the view that the latter is the more im- 
portant aspect of Free Masonry sometimes are said to take 
Free Masonry seriously, and I want to say to you that I am 
one of them, Sir. I take it seriously. I understand that man 
has developed to a very considerable extent from the early 
days of barbarism to the present day, and I do not believe he 
has done so of his own inherent nature. I believe he has done 
so because there are certain instrumentalities in the world 
established and maintained as an expression of the wisdom of 
the Almighty. I conceive that the family has had a tremen- 
dous influence in the development of man; I conceive that 
education has done so; I conceive that various foundations of 
a charitable and benevolent sort have contributed to our 
present development,—and my study of Free Masonry has 
developed in me the profound conviction that Free Masonry 
has contributed to the welfare of the world and that Free 
Masonry, understood and practised, has yet to perform tre- 
mendous service in the welfare of mankind and the establish- 
ment of the Kingdom of God on earth. (Applause.) 

As I have had the opportunity to view conditions which 
have existed for the past forty or fifty years, I have come to 
the opinion that we must stress the serious aspects of the 
influence of this institution. I cannot detain you to enu- 
merate them, but J call your attention to the fact that inside of 
twelve years the personnel of this fraternity has more than 
doubled. I call your attention to the fact that within the 
last fifty years there has been stress laid upon certain aspects 
of our activities and our association which have not em- 
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phasized the importance of the service that this fraternity 
may perform in the world, and, as I have reflected upon those 
things and as I have conceived what Masonry has done for the 
world and for America, there have been two thoughts which 
have animated me. One is its personal aspects. It has ref- 
erence to my own views of my particular place in the world 
and what I am doing in it. I have been animated by the 
feeling that in this association a man who gives himself to its 
service and to its activities with a proper understanding of 
their significance may be rendering a service in the world and 
to the world. Secondly, and more important than that, I 
have come to the view, my brethren, that those of us who are 
charged by the brothers with responsibility of administration 
and legislation owe a very serious responsibility to the world. 
We cannot afford to disregard ali that Masonry has done; we 
cannot afford to disregard all the opportunities that are before 
us, and we cannot afford, because of conditions which are 
permitted to develop under our gaze to allow this association 
to shift its foundations from those which have been estab- 
lished in the past, entering upon a course which will lead up 
we know not where. 

Very briefly, these are the things that I want to say to you. 
I would like to develop them, if time afforded. I welcome this 
opportunity to come before you and tell you, in just as brief 
a fashion as I know how, those things which have been ani- 
mating me and the things which lead me to welcome an 
opportunity to come here before such a magnificent group of 
men and say these few words. 

I appeal to you for sympathetic understanding; I appeal 
to you for loyal cooperation. I assure you of similar under- 
standing and cooperation so far as lies in my power. I thank 
you very much.” (Applause.) . 

The Grand Commander: “Most Worshipful, we thank you 
for this splendid address, which we have enjoyed so much.” 
(Applause.)

We expressed our regret that he could not be with us at that 
time, and we have since been deeply sorrowful to learn from 
Deputy Grand Master Sharp that the attack from which 
M..E.-Sir Vallery was suffering at that time developed into 
pneumonia and that he was taken to the hospital.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF THE DAY 


E.-Sir Martin J. Pleschinger: “Right Eminent Sir, there 
are 318 present, and lunch will be ready at 1.10 p.m. 
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HENRY PRICE MEDAL GIVEN TO 
GRAND COMMANDER GUNN 


Grand Master Simpson: ‘Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander, may I trespass upon your goodness to ask the privi- 
lege of your floor for a moment? (The desired permission 
was accorded to the Grand Master.) 

“Right Eminent Grand Commander, Sir Knights, I need 
not take time to enlarge on a practise that prevails through- 
out the Masonic world of recognizing distinction in Masonic 
service. The way in which such service shall be recognized 
varies in different Grand Lodges. In Massachusetts we have 
never indulged to any considerable extent in the practise 
which commonly prevails of recognizing distinguished service 
by the conferring of the Grand Rite; but for a con- 
siderable number of years there has been a practise in the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts of recognizing conspic- 
uous work and distinguished character as a Mason, and 
that practise has been crystalized into more service form by 
legislation within the last year under which the Grand Master 
is authorized to confer upon distinguished Masons a certain 
medal bearing the likeness of the Right Worshipful Provincial 
Grand Master in America, Henry Price, with the seal of the 
Grand Lodge of Massachusetts upon the reverse side. 

Therefore, I have craved the privilege of the floor for the 
purpose of presenting to R.:.E...James A. Gunn, Grand Com- 
mander of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, the Henry Price 
Medal, which I consider the highest confirmation in Free 
Masonry, because it represents the highest honor that can be 
conferred by the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

You will notice that I say, I do. I hope, Sir, you will 
accept this from me as representative of the Grand Lodge of 
Masons in Massachusetts. I hope you will accept it as a 
reminder of the very dear relationship which has grown up 
between yourself and me. I hope, as you wear it, that it will 
recall to your mind my words to you, that come from my 
heart, that I respect you as a distinguished Mason, esteem you 
highly as a man, and regard you as a very dear friend. 
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I hope, in wearing this medal which I am authorized as am 
_ officer of the Grand Lodge to confer upon you as a distinguished 
Mason, all the Sir Knights of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
as well as yourself will see in it the visible token of that fra- 
ternal and brotherly co-operation and sympathy that has 
always marked the relationship between the Venerable Grand 
Lodge over which I have the honor to preside and the Oldest. 
Grand Commandery in the United States.” (Applause.) 
(Grand Master Simpson here presented the Grand Com- 
mander with the Henry Price Medal.) 

The Grand Commander: “Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
at different times in my life there have come a moment when 
I have sincerely regretted that I was not born with the proper 
gift of eloquence to meet certain occasions, and I want to say 
that one of those moments is right now. I don’t know how to 
thank you or how to express my immense gratitude for this 
honor which you have conferred upon me and which I know 
in my own heart that I do not deserve; but I am just human 
enough to be awfully happy that you have considered me 
worthy of it. 

I do appreciate this honor more than I shall ever be able 
to express in mere words, and the medal will be my dearest 
possession. This is one of the pleasantest moments of my life 
Most Worshipful. You have made me very, very happy, and I 
certainly thank you from the bottom of my heart.” (Applause.) 

(This brought the morning session to a close.)

Grand Commander Abbott, in taking his position at the 
head of the Grand Commandery, expressed his thanks and 
made personal reference to R.:.E..Sir Frederick I. Dana for 
the gracious manner with which he presided over the election 
and installation. 
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JEWEL PRESENTED TO THE RETIRING 
GRAND COMMANDER 


The Grand Commander presented the retiring Grand 
Commander, R.:.E..Sir James A. Gunn, with a Past Grand 
Commander’s Jewel. 


R.:.E.:.Sir Gunn responded in a graceful manner. 


A very gratifying courtesy by the R.-.E...Grand Com- 
mander, Norris G. Abbott, was here extended to the Scottish 
Right bodies of the Northern Jurisdiction in these words 
of introduction: 


Sir Knights, we have a very distinguished guest today, 
one whom we are always glad to welcome. I know that the 
Sir Knights will be pleased to hear from him. Certainly the 
day would not be complete if we did not have a word from our 
brother of the Thirty-third Degree, the Deputy for Massa- 
chusetts, Illustrious Frederick W. Hamilton.” (Applause.) 

Illustrious Brother Frederick W. Hamilton: “Right Eminent 
Grand Commander and Fraters, I am very glad to respond to 
this call, because I hope and believe that today marks a new 
phase, a step forward in the relations between the York and 
the Scottish Rites in this jurisdiction. 

To the best of my knowledge and belief, the Deputy for 
the Scottish Rite has never before been officially received as 
such in this Grand Commandery. I am very glad, quite 
apart from the fact that I personally happen to be the holder 
of that office, that the Grand Commandery has made this 
beautiful gesture of co-operation and friendship toward the 
representative of the sister Scottish Rite. 

It is a rather interesting coincidence that at the same 
time you have for the first time received the deputy of the 
Scottish Rite for Massachusetts in the Commandery you 
have on the same day elected as your Grand Commander an 
active member of the Supreme Council from another state. 

I do not mean to imply by anything I have said that the 
relations between the York and Scottish Rites have been in 
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any sense unpleasant. I simply mean that there have not 
been any particular official relations. I think I have been at 
fault when, in presiding over my Council of Deliberations, I 
have not invited the Grand Commander. I think I shall do 
it the next time the Council deliberates. We are all engaged 
in the same work, you on your rite and I on mine. In fact, 
we are traveling to a great extent on the same road. We are 
interested in the same things, and it is very delightful to me 
that I should have been received here today by your retiring 
Commander, who, as he himself has reminded you this morn- 
ing, has worked with me in the work of the Scottish Rite, 
and that I should now have the opportunity of greeting as the 
new Grand Commander a valued friend who has been very 
closely associated with me in the work of the Scottish Rite. 

Aside from those things, there is just one thing I want to 
say, and it is somewhat in line with something which was said 
by the Most Worshipful Grand Master this morning. 

There are two possible conceptions of the way in which 
either an individual or an organization may make a contri- 
bution to the welfare of society. One is by what he is, and 
the other is by what he does. President Roosevelt, you may 
remember, was a great advocate of the strenuous life, and 
during his administration we were all talking about the strenu- 
ous life and what we ought to do. The late lamented Phillips 
Brooks sounded the other note. He said there was a good 
deal to be said for the quiet life, and that very often the best 
contribution a man could make to the world was just to be his 
own best self. President Roosevelt was the type of man who 
was always out doing something, and his idea was that a man’s 
best contribution was what he did; Phillips Brook’s idea was 
that his best contribution was what he was. 

Now, what is the greatest contribution that Free Masonry 
can make to the world—and when I speak of Free Masonry, 
I do so inclusively, taking in both the York and Scottish Rites, 
the whole thing, because after all it is one great organization. 
Tam perfectly free to confess that I believe, from a fairly long 
experience as a member of the fraternity, and with some 
knowledge of its history here and elsewhere, that what Free

Masonry is, is its first and greatest contribution to the world. 
I mean what it is in the character of its members; I mean what 
it is as an institution, standing for manhood, for the virtues 
which we learn to love, for the qualities of courtesy, honor and 
magnanimity, which we learn in the Commandery, for the 
things which Masonry stands for in the life of the individual. 
In other words, I believe the true purpose of Knight Templary 
is to make true, courteous, magnanimous, honorable gentle- 
men, and a true, honorable, courteous and ‘magnanimous 
gentleman will do the things which those qualities call forth 
in the man who possesses them. 

I amr interested in the educational program. ‘I am very 
much interested in it because I happen to be in charge of the 
educational program of the Supreme Council. Ever since 
the Supreme Council has had one, I have been Chairman of 
its Committee on Education. But don’t make the mistake 
of supposing that you exist for the purpose of carrying out 
an educational program or that that educational program. 
justifies your existence. Neither of those things is true, and 
that is not to say anything in derogation of the splendid work 
which your Educational Commission is doing. It is simply 
to say this, that that educational work is the expression of 
fraternity, it is the expression of benevolence, it is the ex- 
pression of something that is within you,—and if it is not that, 
it is not worth the paper you write your reports about it on. 
It is a splendid thing as an expression of Masonic manhood,— 
so of the hospital, so of the home, so of the splendid Masonic 
charities, benevolences of which we are all so proud; splendid 
things, wonderful things, but always—and this must be kept 
in the perspective—valuable as their expression of Masonic 
character. Masonry does not exist for these things. The 
Red Cross does. The Red Cross is not a fraternal organ- 
ization. It is simply an organization in which we pool our 
contributions in order that certain definite material things 
may be done. You would not think for a moment of compar- 
ing the local Red Cross with the Grand Commandery or any 
other Masonic body. It is an organization intended to do 
that thing, and that justifies its existence. It does not make 
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a bit of difference whose pocket the dollar comes out of that 
does the business, whether it comes out of the pocket of a high- 
minded gentleman or of the corner loafer who hands it out in 
a moment of carelessness or good nature. It makes no dif- 
ference whether it comes from some sainted mother or from a 
woman of the streets. It hasn’t anything to do with character 
at all. It is simply an organization to gather and spend 
money. 

Free Masonry is not an organization to gather and spend 
money for hospitals, Homes for the aged or for orphans, or 
anything of the kind. It is an organization for the develop- 
ment of a certain kind of character, and that kind of character 
naturally, inevitably and beautifully manifests itself in this 
way. Given, first, a man of character, manhood, personality, 
the contributions which such a well-rounded man will make to 
the community will take endless beneficent forms. So when 
we say we believe Masonry’s first contribution is such, it does 
not follow that it is not going to do anything. It simply 
means that we put things in their proper perspective. 

‘Faith without words is dead,’ the Apostle tells us; but 
faith is the saving grace, after all!’ (Applause.) 

The Grand Commander: “We thank you, Illustrious 
Brother Hamilton. You always bring to us something to 
consider, something worth while, in your addresses.” (Applause) 


R..E..SIR GEORGE ACKMAN 
The Grand Commander: “The day would not be complete 
without hearing from the Right Eminent Past Grand Master 
of the Grand Priory of New Brunswick, R..E.-.Sir Ackman.” 
(Applause.) 
R..E.Sir Ackman responded with well chosen words, 
bringing the greetings of the Grand Priory of New Brunswick. 


THANKS TO DE MOLAY COMMANDERY 
The Grand Commander expressed the thanks of the Grand 
Commandery to the Eminent Commander, Captain of the 
Guard, and Escort of De Molay Commandery who so kindly 
assisted in the program of the day. Also to Boston Com- 
mandery who yielded their rehearsal for this afternoon. 
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The following resolution was unanimously adopted— 


Resolved: 

That the sum of Four Hundred Dollars, ($400.00) be 
allotted to the Representatives of this Grand Commandery 
who will attend the Triennial of the Grand Encampment in 
Detroit in 1928, excepting to those Representatives who may 
receive per diem and mileage from the Grand Encampment 
and that such other sums as may be necessary to maintain the 
dignity and prestige of this Grand Commandery be appro- 
priated and that the Grand Treasurer be authorized to pay 
to the Triennial Committee such sums as may be expended 
upon receipt of duly authorized vouchers for same. 


CLOSING REMARKS OF 
R..E..SIR NORRIS G. ABBOTT 


The Grand Commander stated that this Annual Conclave 
had been opened as its One Hundred and Twenty-second. 
Examination of the records of this Grand Commandery will 
show a different number. 

It is quite a general custom in Grand, as well as Subordi- 
nate Bodies, to number their Annual meetings, counting their 
beginning as the first Annual. 

The General Grand Chapter have held 40 Triennials and 
count their meeting in 1798 as their first. 

The Grand Encampment have held 36 Triennials and count 
the one in 1816 as the first. 

The list of Annuals recorded in our Grand Commandery 
begins with 1805. The first Constitution stated that the 
Annual meeting shall be held in May of each year and the 
Grand Commandery then proceeded to elect officers. This 
can rightly be called an Annual meeting as distinguished from 
a special or extra meeting. 

In 1831, the Annual of the Grand Commandery was held 
June 30th and by vote ordered that the next Annual of Grand 
Commandery be held in December of the same year. In 
accordance with that vote, the next Annual was held December 
28th, 1831, making two Annual Conclaves in that year. 
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This, with the renumbering in accordance with usual prac- 
tice of the Grand bodies would make this the 124th Annual 
Conclave of Grand Commandery and as such the Grand 
Commandery will be adjourned. 

After devotions led by R.:.E.-.Sir William H. Emerson, the 
Grand Commander, declared the One Hundred and Twenty- 
fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island adjourned.

Rr. Eminent Sir James A. Gunn, REVIEWER 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.

ALABAMA, 1927 


The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Alabama was held in the Asylum of DeMolay 
Commandery, No. 14, in the city of Albany, on Wednesday 
and Thursday, April 27-28, 1927. All Grand Officers, eleven 
Past Grand Commanders and representatives from forty-one 
of the forty-five Commanderies of the jurisdiction were present. 

The roll of the Grand Representatives was called and among 
those responding was V...E.-.Sir Philip 8. Meyer, Represent- 
ative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, who conveyed my 
compliments and best wishes to the Grand Commandery of 
Alabama. 

Immediately following the opening the following dis- 
tinguished guests were received and welcomed by the Grand 
Commander: R.:.E..Sir Perry L. Blackshear, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Georgia and 
personal representative of M.:.E...George W. Vallery, Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment; E.-Sir David W. Cross- 
land, Imperial Potentate of the Mystic Shrine of North 
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America and Grand Sword Bearer of the Grand Commandery 
of Alabama. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his Annual Address, 
immediately paying attention to the Fraternal dead of his 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions, and among those men- 
tioned is R.-.E.:.Sir John Albert Blake, Past Grand Commander 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. He granted five dis- 
pensations and restored a Charter to Selmar Commandery, 
No. 5, the original Charter having been lost. We note that 
12 Commanderies knighted without complying to the Uniform 
law and would mildly suggest that if Charters had been 
suspended no more trouble of this nature would be apt to 
occur. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with cash on hand of $30,650.00; Disbursements of $8,413.72; 
Balance on hand including interest and Liberty Bonds 
$23,803.78; Triennial Fund, $2,355.60. 

The Annual Report of the Educational Committee shows 
receipts with balance on hand of $24,515.14; Loans, $21,673.76; 
Balance on hand, $2,841.38. 

Under the report of the Grand Recorder we find the total 
membership to be 8683. Net loss for the year 89. 

The report on Templar Review was prepared by E.-.Sir 
George H. Thigpen, comprises 91 pages of the volume, and is 
written in a most interesting and instructive manner. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in one 
and one-half pages. 

The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave will be held in the city 
of Montgomery, commencing on Wednesday, April 25, 1928, 
at 12 M. 


ARIZONA, 1927 


The Thirty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Arizona was held in the Asylum of Phoenix Com- 
mandery in Phoenix, on Monday, February 7, 1927, with all 
Grand Officers and 14 Past Grand Commanders, present. 
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After the opening the following distinguished guests were 
received and welcomed by the Grand Commander: R.:.E.-. Sir 
Robert Wankowski, Past Grand Commander of California 
and personal representative of M.-.E...Sir George W. Vallery, 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment; R.:.E.-.Sir Eugene 
Vatet, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery 
of Indiana. 

R...E..Sir Hedrick D. Aitken, in his annual report as Grand 
Commander, stated that he had visited each of the seven 
Commanderies in the jurisdiction during the year and was 
somewhat disturbed at the small attendance of members at 
Stated and Special Conclaves. The average attendance 
figures were 10% and the highest not over 15%. One dis- 
pensation was granted and none refused, also several decisions 
made, all being in accord with Templar law. 

The Grand Treasurer’s report show receipts of $5,857.05; 
Disbursements of $1,727.16; leaving a balance on hand of 
$4,129.89. 

The Report of the Grand Recorder show a membership of 
793, a decrease for the year of 30. 

The Educational Fund Committee report that but one 
application for a loan was received and the applicant not being 
able to come within the requirements of the Fund, the same 
was not granted. They recommended that such restrictions 
be removed by action of the Grand Commandery and that 
the same be handled and loaned as the best judgment of the 
Committee dictates. This recommendation was adopted. 
The amount on hand in the Educational Fund is $2,625.33. 

The next Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Arizona will be held in the city of Tucson, Arizona, on Monday, 
February 13, 1928, at 10, a.m. 


ARKANSAS, 1927 


The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Arkansas was held in the Undercroft of St. Luke’s Church, 
in the city of Hot Springs, May 17, 1927, with all Grand 
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Officers, except Grand Senior Warden, and ten Past Grand 
Commanders, present. 

The Annual Address of R.:.E..Sir Short covers the usual 
topics of a Grand Commanders activities and relates especially 
to local affairs. Six dispensations were issued and one deci- 
sion rendered, all being in accord with Templar law and 
approved by Committee on Jurisprudence. He visited twenty- 
seven of the thirty-one Commanderies in the Jurisdiction 
and the report of said visits occupies twelve pages of 
the Proceedings. We quote a portion of his address referring 
to the Flood disaster, ‘“Words cannot picture the havoc 
wrought nor the agony suffered. Our people, though, have 
borne their trials and losses with true fortitude and the 
prompt and generous response from the people of our nation 
in our behalf will ever call forth our love and gratitude.” 

In the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find that 
a Charter for the Grand Commandery of Arkansas has been 
received from the Grand Encampment, comment being made 
that a late reception of things is better than no reception at all. 
Total membership May 1, 1927, 2685; Net gain for the year 55. 
In this respect Arkansas makes a much better showing than 
some of the larger Jurisdictions. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find re- 
ceipts with balance on hand of $13,028.17; Disbursements 
$7,739.94; leaving a balance on hand of $5,288.23; Triennial 
Fund $1,248.60. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations recom- 
mended, and same was adopted by Grand Commandery, that 
the Charter of one of their constituent Commanderies be 
arrested unless said Commandery complies fully with the 
Regulations of the Grand Encampment within ninety days. 
Nothing is said as to the manner in which this Commandery 
is violating the Regulations. 

The Educational Committee do not report the number of 
loans made but the total amount expended was $5,290.00; 
Balance on hand $362.00. The Committee says they do not 
believe in printing the names of the students who receive loans 
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and your Reviewer agrees with them thoroughly in spite of 
the fact that most Jurisdictions do this. 

A resolution was presented and adopted requiring the 
appointment of a Finance Committee to formulate and submit 
a budget to the next Annual Conclave. No request for an 
appropriation is to be entertained by Grand Commandery 
until it shall have passed through the hands of the Finance 
Committee and shall have been submitted to Grand Com- 
mandery by said Committee with a recommendation of some 
sort. This looks like good legislation and is the procedure 
adopted in most Jurisdictions. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir Fay Hem- 
stead, Grand Recorder, and occupies forty-three pages of the 
volume. 

The Fifty-sixth Annual Conclave will be held in Prescott, 
Ark., on the third Tuesday in May, 1928. 


CaLIrorniA, 1927 


The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of California was held in Masonic Temple, Santa Barbara, 
April 21st and 22nd, 1927, with the R...E.-. Grand Commander 
Auguste J. De Lamare, presiding. 

After the opening, religious services were conducted by the 
Grand Prelate followed by the reception of a large number of 
distinguished guests, among them being R..-.E..Sir Perry Ww. 
Weidner, Grand Generalissimo of the Grand Encampment 
and personal representative of the Most Eminent Grand 
Master. 

The roll of Grand Representatives was called and among 
those present we find the name of our Grand Representative, 
R..E.Sir Albert E. Boynton. 

The Annual Address of Grand Commander De Lamare is & 
well written and concise report of his administration. We 
quote in part: “Templary in California today, great though 
it is in numerical strength and crowded with potentialities for 
good, must be and become a vital factor in the world’s work, 
if we are to live and vindicate our right to survive. There 
are activities of constructive work that we can do and are 
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doing. As a great organization if we are to grow and expand 
in usefulness, we must give the world a proof of deeds not 
words. If we would be great we must render great service.” 
Under the heading of Corina Hospital he says, ‘The Grand 
Commandery of California may well be proud of their 
achievement in presenting a $50,000.00 hospital to the Corina 
Home on September 18, 1926.” We heartily agree with the 
Grand Commander in this statement. Sixty-one dispensa- 
tions were issued and but one decision made, this being ap- 
proved by Jurisprudence Committee and related to change in 
their Constitutions. He made thirty-three visitations and 
installed the Officers of ten Commanderies. Several recom- 
mendations were made referring to local matters. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder, which is a 
fine one occupying eleven pages, we find a total membership 
of 14,429. Net gain for the year 495. In contrast with 
reports from other Jurisdictions, many of them larger, Cali- 
fornia is to be congratulated upon this gain. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $79,588.32; Disbursements $59,860.94; 
leaving a balance on hand of $19,727.38; Invested Funds 
$49,882.19. 

The Educational Committee give a full and interesting 
report of their year’s activities and show loans made to sixty- 
seven students, aggregating $18,436.25. Balance of funds 
available for loans $19,465.20. The Committee decided 
during the year to appoint an Executive Secretary, granting 
him authority to consummate loans falling within the general 
rules of the Committee, upon written approval of two members 
of the Committee. This was done for the reason that the 
Committee could no longer, collectively, or individually, give 
sufficient time to properly administer its affiairs. They are 
also considering the question of the legal capacity of the 
Committee, as presently constituted, or of the Grand Com- 
mandery, to accept money or property by gift or will, for the 
Educational Loan Fund. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Charters and 
Dispensations, it was voted to grant charters to Modue 
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Commandery, U. D. and to Taft Commandery, U. D., which 
will bring the total number of Commanderies in the Jurisdic- 
tion up to sixty-five. 

Several amendments were made to the Grand Commandery 
Laws regarding Uniform, referring particularly to Chapeau, 
Cap and Sword belt. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-Sir Thomas A. 
Davies, Grand Recorder, and occupies 83 pages of the Pro- 
ceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is fully reviewed 
in two pages with quotations from reports of Grand Com- 
mander and Inspector Instructor. 

The Seventieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of California will be held in the city of San Diego, commencing 
Thursday April 19, 1928. 


Canapa, 1926 


The Forty-third Annual Assembly of the Sovereign Great 
Priory of Canada was held in the city of Peterboro, Province 
of Ontario, August 10, 1926, with M..E..Knight Lt. Col. 
George B. McLeod, Supreme Grand Master, on the Throne. 

The Grand Master in his address recommends that it be 
made obligatory upon all Preceptories to attend Divine 
Service at least once a year, suggesting Ascension Day. He 
also recommends that Christmas Observance be made obliga- 
tory. In the conclusion of his address, he emphasizes the 
importance of the annual meeting as a means of promoting a 
better understanding between the Masons of Canada coming 
from all sections of the country. 

The question of dividing the jurisdiction into several 
Provincial Priories under the jurisdiction of the Great Priory 
will come up for consideration at the 1928 Conclave. 

The Committee on condition of the Order reported a slight 
increase in the number of Preceptories, membership. and 
revenue. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find assets of 
cash in bank, $11,261.47; Bonds $55,000.00. 

The Board of Governors of the Knights Templar Orphan 
Fund reported ten children now receiving allowances, about 
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$200.00 yearly; that checks are sent quarterly to the Recorders 
of the Preceptories who made the applications and a report is 
received from them as to the physical condition and advance- 
ment made educationally so that the Board is kept informed 
as to the progress made by the wards of the Great Priory. 
The funds for this work are provided by a part of the condi- 
dates fees received from the Preceptories, the sale of Honorary 
Life Memberships at $10.00 each and donations. Assets of 
this fund were reported as $8,637.21 in cash and $10,000.00 
in bonds. 

The Report on Templar Review is by R.:.E.:.Knight John A. 
Cowan, covering the Great Priories of England and Wales, 
Ireland, the Grand Encampment of the United States, and 
thirty-eight Grand Commanderies under its jurisdiction. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous attention 
in one and one-half pages. 


Coxtorapo, 1926 

The Fifty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Colorado was held at Denver, September 24, 1926, with 
all Grand Officers and fourteen Past Grand Commanders 
present, as well as a constitutional number of chartered Com- 
manderies represented. 

The Grand Commander visited seventeen constituent 
Commanderies and one regional Conclave. Through the 
failure of the Globe National Bank of Denver, the Grand 
Commandery’s funds were wiped out, but a settlement with 
the Bonding Company returned $7,158.70 into the treasury 
with a small loss which does not effect the solvency of Grand 
Commandery and is considered a fair adjustment of the claims 
made. The matter of compelling Commanderies to enforce 
the law governing the purchase of uniforms by candidates 
applying for the Order of the Temple, is now left in the hands 
of the incoming Grand Commander. He makes some ob- 
servations upon those institutions which are no part of 
Masonry and yet make Masonry the foundation stone of 
eligibility of its members. He reported that fourteen Com- 
manderies participated in the Christmas Observance and that 
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five Denver Commanderies held a Sunrise Easter Service, 
attended by 500 Sir Knights. He issued two dispensations to 
allow Commanderies to hold stated Conclaves at an earlier 
hour than stated in their by-laws, on condition that all mem- 
bers should be notified of said change, and rendered two 
decisions, all of these being approved by the Jurisprudence 
Committee. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find re- 
ceipts with balance on hand of $28,664.79; Disbursements 
$13,252.37; leaving a balance on hand of $15,412.42. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Recorder shows a total 
membership of 4,802. Net gain for the year 31. 

The Educational Loan Fund Committee reported that loans 
have been made to junior and senior college students only in 
amounts ranging from $50.00 to $200.00; that since the last 
teport two loans have been made of $50.00, twenty-one of 
$100.00, two of $125.00, three of $150.00, and twenty of 
$200.00, forty-eight loans in all amounting to $6,900.00, that 
the expenses of the Committee have been $99.50, leaving a 
cash balance on hand of $4,942.75. 

_ The Semi-Centennial of the Grand Commandery was fit- 
tingly observed with the M.-.E.-.Grand Master, as toastmaster. 
A charter was presented by the Grand Master to the Grand 
Commandery of Colorado on this occasion. The main 
Speaker was M..E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Past Grand 
Master, whose address was on the subject of “Masonry in 
Europe”. 

The Triennial Committee says: “This Committee is advised 
that a special honor has been accorded us. We will lead the 
Grand Parade as the personal escort of the M..E.-.Grand 
Master, George W. Vallery, while ordinarily we would be in 
the tenth or twelfth division, according to the date of our 
Charter. For this Grand Parade it is expected that every 
Commandery in Colorado will send its American Flag, Beau- 
Seant and Banner with suitable color guard. Every Com- 
mandery is to send these colors, no one is to beexcused. The 
colors are to be sent if not a single member of the Commandery 
can go.” 
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The report on Templar Review is by Sir Knight Stanley C. 
Warner and occupies sixty-four pages. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is reviewed with some comment on our com- 
bined Tactics and Rituals. 


District or Cotumstia, 1927 


The Thirty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of the District of Columbia was held in Masonic 
Temple, Washington, D. C., on May 9, 1927, with all Grand 
Officers and nine Past Grand Commanders, present. 

This volume opens with a splendid portrait of R.-.E.-Sir 
Robert L. Middleton, Grand Commander, and a brief history 
of his life and Masonic activities follow on the next page. 

Immediately following the opening R...E..Sir Edward R. 
Fuller, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Virginia, and personal representative of the M.:.E..Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment, was announced and after 
a cordial welcome by the Grand Commander, escorted to the 
East. 

The Annual Report of R.-.E..Sir Robert L. Middleton, 
Grand Commander, was most eloquent in its opening and 
closing paragraphs, as well as being a clear and concise report 
of his administration. No dispensations were granted or re- 
fused and no formal decisions rendered. Under the heading 
of the George Washington Masonic National Memorial 
Association he says: ‘‘Because of my business connections, I 
have been privileged to be so placed that I keep in close touch 
with the progress made on the Washington Memorial. As 
the structure rises, one is more than ever impressed with the 
wonderful vision of the brethren who have it in charge. When 
completed it will be, as has well been said, more than a Memo- 
rial to Washington. It will be a monument to Masonry itself 
and to the influence which its teachings have ever had upon 
the policies and conduct of our government. It will undoubt- 
edly be the greatest monument ever erected to an individual, 
as well as the greatest Masonic structure in the World. Our 
Grand Jurisdiction occupies a prominent place in this great 
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work, as our Grand Recorder is the Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Association.” 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $17,403.59; Disbursements of 
$7,743.16; leaving a balance on hand of $9,660.43; Grand 
Commandery Triennial Fund $707.38. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Recorder shows a total 
membership of 3374. Net loss 12. We also note the follow- 
ing: “It is a pleasure to be able to report that the compilation 
of the card register of membership of the several Commanderies 
has been completed during the year and that we now have on 
file a complete register of all those who have at any time 
belonged to the Commanderies in this jurisdiction. This 
register covers a period of more than 100 years and constitutes 
an exceedingly valuable record.” 

Under report of the Educational Committee we find that 
35 applications for loans were received and 29 of same ap- 
proved, making a total amount of $3,643.25; Balance on hand 
May 9, 1927, $5,967.47. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir James A. West 
who ably reviews 47 jurisdictions in 57 pages of the Proceed- 
ings. Massachusetts and Rhode Island received courteous 
consideration in one page. 


Connecticut, 1927 


The One-Hundreth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Connecticut was held in Masonic Temple, New 
Haven, May 3, 1927, with all Grand Officers, 13 Past Grand 
Commanders, and representatives from all Chartered Com- 
manderies in the Jurisdiction, present. 

This volume opens with a fine Bather portrait of R.-.E..Sir 
Samuel H. Williams, Grand Commander 1926-1927, and the 
two pages following are devoted to a short history of his ilfe 
and Masonic activities. 

On Monday, May 2, the Centennial exercises were held in 
Woolsey Hall preceded by a parade and review of all the 
Commanderies in the Jurisdiction. R..E..Sir Williams de- 
livered the Address of Welcome and the Historical Address 
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was given by E.-.Sir Carleton E. Hoadley. The principal 
address of the occasion was delivered by Rev. and E.-.Sir 
William E. Stevens, Past Commander of Coeur de Lion Com- 
mandery, No. 23, of New York City, who had for his subject 
“The Scarlet Thread.” 

At the Tuesday Conclave the Grand Commander, in his 
Annual Address, speaks with pride of the growth of Templar 
Masonry in Connecticut and the influence it now wields as 
regards formation of character and in the development of the 
highest type of citizenship. He issued few dispensations and 
made no decisions. 

From the report of the Grand Treasurer we find in the 
General Expense Account receipts with balance on hand of 
$12,739.30; disbursements of $11,989.59; leaving a balance 
on hand of $749.71; Invested Funds, $18,568.24. 

The Grand Recorder’s report shows a membership of 6,607. 
A net gain for the year of 70. 

The report of the Grand Inspector, R.-.E..Sir Thomas W. 
Morgan, occupies six pages of the Proceedings and gives a 
complete resume of the condition of every Commandery in 
the Jurisdiction. He states that in his opinion the Order of 
the Red Cross should be designated for Inspection once in 
three years in order that it may not be slighted. 

The report of the Educational Committee shows a total of 
nine loans madefor the year, amounting to $1,958.00, leaving 
a balance on hand of $12,257.38. 

We note that during the year eleven Past Grand Com- 
manders Jewels were purchased and presented to Knights 
entitled to receive them. 

A circular letter was read asking for funds to assist a Tuber- 
culosis Hospital in Mexico. It was voted to lay this matter 
on the table, inasmuch, as the craft of Connecticut are sup- 
porting a home for 300 disabled and indigent Masons, at a 
very large expense. Your Reviewer has recently had the 
pleasure of meeting the Superintendent of this Home and was 
amazed at the scope of the work being done by our Fraters of 
Connecticut in this respect. 

The report on Necrology is by E..Sir Carleton E. Hoadley 
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and occupies many pages of the Proceedings. Under Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island we find the names of R.-.E..Sir 
John P. Sanborn and R...E.-.Sir John Albert Blake. 

The Annual Report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir William 
L. Cort and besides reviewing the several Jurisdictions, con- 
tains an interesting Prologue, the whole occupying 108 pages 
of the volume. He gives a lot of information and good re- 
views. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed 
in three pages. 

Next Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
Connecticut will be held in Willimantic, May 1, 1928. 


Fuoriwa, 1927 


The Thirty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Florida was held in Masonic Hall, Iverness, 
Florida, on March 29-30, 1927, with all the Grand Officers 
and 13 Past Grand Commanders present. Ivanhoe Com- 
mandery No. 8, gave an exemplification of opening a Com- 
mandery in Full Form for the instruction of the Sir Knights 
assembled. 

Sir Knight M. C. Scofield, Generalissimo of Iverness Com- 
mandery, No. 14, Mayor of the city, extended a hearty wel- 
come to the Grand Commandery which was responded to by 
V..E.Sir F. W. Schultz, Deputy Grand Commander. 

The Grand Commander in his Annual Report stated that 
he had issued 8 dispensations. He also rendered a number of 
decisions, most of which would have been unnecessary if the 
Commanders of his several Commanderies had studied their 
Grand Constitutions. He gives a full report of the Templar 
Relief Fund in the late Florida disaster, in which Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island appear with a contribution of $1,000.00 
out of a total contribution of $9,600.00 from all sources. 
R.-.E..Sir Dame makes a number of recommendations among 
which is the following: “I would recommend that Constituent 
Commanderies be required to fix their fees at a price to include 
a uniform and that this full fee be required to be presented 
with petition for Orders.” We find to our regret that the

Committee on Jurisprudence failed to approve this recom- 
mendation. 

The following resolution presented by Past Grand Com- 
mander O’Neal was unanimously adopted: Resolved; That 
the Grand Commandery of Florida in Annual Conclave ex- 
press to Grand Master George W. Vallery the sincere regret 
that his representative, Past Grand Commander Robert S. 
Teague, was unavoidably detained from attendance at this 
Conclave, and expressed the hope that the Grand Master will 
honor Florida by his attendance at the Annual Conclave the 
third Tuesday in March, 1928. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $11,787.63; disbursements, $7,519.61, 
leaving a balance on hand of $4,268.02; Triennial Fund; 
$1471.82. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Recorder shows a total 
membership of 5639. Net gain for the year of 177. 

The Annual Report of the Educational Committee shows 
receipts with balance on hand of $16,591.68; disbursements, 
$10,258.46; balance on hand March 1, 1927, $6,333.22. The 
Committee presented a resolution giving the Educational 
Loan Fund Committee more latitude in making their loans, 
to enable them to make loans for students attending institu- 
tions, vocational or otherwise, outside of Florida when found 
desirable. This resolution was reported on favorably by 
Committee on Jurisprudence and adopted by Grand Com- 
mandery. 

The report on Templar Review is by Ely P. Hubbell and is 
a splendid work occupying 172 pages of the volume. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously and thoroughly re- 
viewed in four pages. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held on the third Tuesday 
in March, 1928. 


Gxoreata, 1927 


The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Georgia was held in the Asylum of Rome Commandery, 
No. 8, Masonic Temple, in the city of Rome, May 18-19, 1927. 
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All Grand Officers and 15 Past Grand Commanders, together 
with representatives of 32 of the 34 Commanderies, were 
present. : 

The volume opens with a fine portrait of R..E.-.Sir John B. 
Russell, Grand Commander, 1926-1927, in full Templar 
uniform, and in the three pages following is given a history 
of his life and Masonic activities. 

Prior to the assembly for business, there was a parade and 
review, a church service, Templar address and lunch. These 
are important parts of every Grand Conclave in Georgia. 

The Grand Commandery was opened in Full Form by its 
officers at 2.30 p.m., and the personal representative of the 
Grand Master, R..E..Sir A. W. Walton of Alabama, was 
introduced and welcomed immediately after. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander occupies 22 
pages of the proceedings and demonstrates his assiduous 
attention, during the Templar year, to Official duties. 

We find the report of the Grand Recorder to be an in- 
structive and finely written document and will quote a portion 
of his last paragraph referring to Foreign Correspondence, 
“Besides the information usually intended to be given, you 
will receive the intelligence that the Order in many of the 
Jurisdictions, including our own, seems to be decadent, the 
losses, generally, as in our own, being on account of sus- 
pensions; for in many instances, as in our.own Jurisdiction, 
there were more created Knights than last year. Therefore, 
as there seems to have been a little more work than last year, 
we may reasonably claim the Order only seems decadent, 
as stated. The suspensions are mostly of those who cannot 
be of service to the Order, fraternally or otherwise.” In our 
opinion the Grand Recorder has struck the key-note of the 
entire situation in this paragraph. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows re- 
ceipts with balance on hand of $62,328.44; disbursements of 
$24,008.46; leaving a balance on hand of $38,319.98; Triennial 
Fund, $1,437.70. 

The Committee on Grievance and Appeals reported that 
nothing had been submitted for their consideration which 
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indicated that peace and harmony continued to prevail 
throughout the Jurisdiction. 

The Report of the Committee on Necrology occupies 
47 pages of the Proceedings and among those mentioned we 
find the name of R.:.E..Sir John Albert Blake, Past Grand 
Commander of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

From the report of the Educational Committee we find 
that loans have been made during the year to the amount of 
$15,570.00; leaving a balance on hand of $645.49. 

After the presentation of a Past Grand Commanders jewel 
to R.-.E..Sir Russell, he was also presented with a beautiful 
Silver Service by the Knights of his own Commandery, who 
wished in this way to express their love and esteem, which 
words could not dispense in full measure. 

The report on Templar Review is by E..Sir Charles 8S. 
Wood, Grand Recorder, and occupies 69 pages of the volume. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island received courteous attention 
in two pages. 

The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave will be held in the city 
of Brunswick, May 2-3, 1928. 


Iuurnors, 1927 


The Seventy-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Illinois was held in the Asylum of Rock Island Com- 
mandery in the city of Rock Island, on August 29-30-31, 1927. 

This splendid volume opens with a steel engraving of 
R..E..Sir Glen F. Coe, Grand Commander, 1926-1927, 
followed by portraits of all the Grand Officers. 

Fourteen Grand Officers, fifteen Past Grand Commanders 
and representatives from seventy-nine of the eighty-seven 
chartered were present. y 

The visitors numbered many. M.:.E.:.Sir George W. Vallery 
accompanied by four Officers of the Grand Encampment, 
nine presiding Grand Commanders, five Past Grand Com- 
manders and many other Grand Officers of various rank, 
including Grand Lodge, Grand Chapter and Grand Council. 

The Grand Commander had passed a busy year, with visits 
made both in and out of the State and issuing dispensations to 
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the number of 270, practically all of same being for public 
appearance. Many of these were for escort duty with the 
Grand Matron of the Eastern Star and to attend various 
Eastern Star functions. One of the dispensations was for 
a Commandery to attend a golden wedding anniversary of 
one of its members. Regarding some of these the Committee 
on Jurisprudence make the following comment: ‘‘With ref- 
erence to the dispensations issued by the Right Eminent 
Grand Commander, he is entirely within his rights given him 
under Section 157, statutes of the Grand Encampment, but 
this Committee feels it their duty to call attention to the 
growing liberality in this regard, and would respectfully 
recommend that such dispensations be confined to strictly 
Masonic affairs.” Your Reviewers opinion coincides with 
this expression of the Jurisprudence Committee. No de- 
cisions were rendered which is unusual in this large Jurisdiction 
and is attributed to the fact that Officers of Subordinate 
Commanderies are making themselves acquainted with the 
recently revised statutes. He reports that the Inspections 
of the Commanderies has shown a marked advance, both in 
ritual and in the drill work, and is satisfied that the Com- 
manderies of Illinois today are in far better condition than 
they have been for many years. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $91,343.22; disbursements $59,697.72; 
leaving a balance on hand of $31,644.50; Invested Funds, 
$63,000.00; Triennial Fund, $4,000.00. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 36,039. Net gain for the year, 29. 
Number created, reinstated and admitted, 1,574. Number 
demitted, suspended and died, 1,545. 

The Annual Report of the Educational Committee is a 
fine document setting forth in detail their activities for the 
year. They have loaned $35,612.75 and have a balance on 
hand of $58,590.41. We quote from their Summary as follows: 
“We believe that we have originated one of the very best 
systems possible for administering this fund. Those who have 
become acquainted with the way and manner in which our 
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loans are handled have spoken in the very highest commenda- 
tory terms of the plan that has been adopted. There has 
naturally been much interest, concerning the repayment of 
loans. The delinquencies, as will be noted, are very small, 
and practically all delinquencies have commenced since June 1, 
1927. The general reason which may be assigned is that our 
borrowers were unable to find employment during the Summer 
months, and therefore have been unable to meet their monthly 
repayments.” 

The Proceedings contain many fine photos of the great 
parade in Rock Island, the first day of the Conclave, in which 
10,000 marchers participated. The procession was two miles 
in length, with twenty-five musical organizations and requiring 
two hours to pass the reviewing stand. The reception and 
ball preceding the Conclave was a most brilliant affair and 
was held in the Government Amory which was beautifully 
decorated and lighted for the occasion. 

The Report on Templar Review is by R..E..Sir Joseph A. 
Painter, Past Grand Commander. His reviews are interesting 
and little escapes his attention. We thank him for his cour- 
teous treatment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island and for 
his kind remarks concerning our Committee reports. 


Inpiana, 1927 


The Seventy-Third Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Indiana was held in the Asylum of Muncie Com- 
mandery, No. 18, Muncie, Indiana, May 11, 1927. All 
Grand Officers, nineteen past Grand Commanders and repre- 
sentatives of sixty of the sixty-two chartered Commanderies, 
were present. 

This splendid volume opens with portraits of R.-.E..Sir 
Sparks, Grand Commander presiding; R.-.E..Sir Snoke, 
Grand Commander 1927-1928, and E.-Sir Swintz, Grand 
Recorder. 

Thirty-six Grand Representatives were present and among 
them we find M.-.E.-.Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Representative 
for Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Immediately after the opening of the Conclave the following 
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honored guests were received and welcomed to the Grand 
Commandery of Indiana; R..E..Sir William E. Davidson, 
Grand Commander of Michigan; R..E..Sir Frank L. 
McNamara, Grand Commander of Wisconsin; V.-.E.-.Sir 
Edward A. Glad, Deputy Grand Commander of Illinois; 
R..E..SirJohn D. Cleveland, Past Grand Commander of Illinois; 
E..Sir John H. Dickinson, Grand Generalissimo of Ohio; 
R..E.Sir William H. Jennings, Grand Recorder of Illinois; 
and R..E..Sir John P. Hobbs, Past Grand Commander of 
Illinois. M..E.-.Sir William B. Mellish had been designated 
as the personal representative of the Grand Master but was 
unable to be present, owing to sudden illness.

I bid 
you go to the chamber of reflection, to the court of conscience, 
and ascertain for yourself if “the salt have lost his savor”; if 
you have kept proficient in all preceding degrees, if you are 
giving to the world a fair representation of the principles of 
Templarism. Templarism neither demands nor endorses 
fanaticism, but it does ask for fidelity to the vital principles 
of life and eternity.” 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts with 


balance on hand of $49,698.83; disbursements of $36,727.89 c 


leaving a balance on hand of $12,971.03; Invested Funds of 
$49,437.00. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we fing a 
total membership of 13,321. Net loss for the year of 11, 

The Educational Committee gives a short but comprehen- 
sive report of their work and we find that loans have been 
made to the amount of $19,725.00. Balance on hand $417.50. 
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R..E..Sir John L. Rupe installed the newly elected and 
appointed officers for the ensuing year and also presented 
R.-.E..Sir Will M. Sparks with a beautiful Past Grand Com- 
manders Jewel. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir Robert A. 
Woods whose portrait appears on the first page of the docu- 
ment, and is full and complete, with well considered comment 
and interesting quotations. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
receive courteous consideration in two pages. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held in South Bend, 
Indiana on May 9, 1928. 


Iowa, 1927 


The Sixty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Iowa was held at Templar Park, Spirit Lake, 
Iowa, June 21-22-23, 1927, with all Grand Officers and 16 Past 
Grand Commanders, present. 

Immediately following the opening the following dis- . 
tinguished guests were received: R..E..Sir Mark Norris, 
Grand Standard Bearer of the Grand Encampment and 
personal representative of the Grand Master; R.-.E.-Sir 
George C. Marquis, Grand Commander of Missouri; V.".E.-. 
Sir Edward A. Glad, Deputy Grand Commander of Illinois; 
E.-.Sir Frank M. Weinhold, Grand Generalissimo of Wisconsin. 
Each of these Sir Knights was cordially welcomed by Grand 
Commander Parker and they expressed their thanks for the 
cordial reception extended them. 

The address of the Grand Commander is the usual careful 
business resumé of his administration. We quote a portion 
on his report on Condition of the Order: “The loss in member- 
ship is partially accounted for in the large increase in the 
number of suspensions.

The Fifty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kansas was held in Masonic Temple, Emporia, 
May 10-11, 1927, with all Grand Officers, except Grand 
Generalissimo, and 8 Past Grand Commanders, present. 
Fifty-one of the fifty-nine Commanderies of the jurisdiction 
were represented. 

This volume opens with a splendid portrait of R.-.E..Sir 
Clayton Lehman, Grand Commander, 1926-1927, and the 
next three pages are devoted to statistics and programme for 
the Conclave. 

Following a public parade and review, the Grand Com- 
mandery was opened and the following distinguished guest 
formally received and welcomed by the Grand Commander; 
R...E..Sir William D. Pierce, Past Grand Commander of 
Colorado, Grand Captain of the Guard of the Grand En- 
campment and personal representative of M..E..Sir George ° 
W. Vallery, Grand Master. 

At the direction of the Grand Commander, the Grand 
Recorder called the roll of Grand Representatives with 29 
reporting as present. Among this number we find the name 
of E..Sir Asa T. Hoge, Grand Representative for Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island.

$31,192.20; leaving a balance on hand of $9,256.54; Triennial 
Fund, $4,383.44; bonds belonging to General Fund, $12,500.00. 

Under the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 14,633. Net gain for the year of 43. 

The Educational Committee report a total of 89 loans 
made, amounting to $21,865.00; balance on hand, $12,948.11. 

The report on Correspondence is by E..Sir Albert K. 
Wilson and occupies 92 pages of the Proceedings. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two 
pages. 

The new Statutes of the Grand Commandery of Kansas, 
adopted in 1927, are printed in full, occupying 44 pages. 

The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave will be held in Kansas 
City, May 8, 1927. 


Kentucky, 1927 


The Eightieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Kentucky was held in the Asylum of Pineville Commandery, 
No. 39, in the city of Pineville, May 18, 1927. 

In the absence of R.:.E..Sir William T. Gerhardt, Grand 
Commander of Tennessee, whom the Grand Master had 
assigned to visit the Grand Commandery of Kentucky, 
R...E..Sir Bernard G. Witt, Grand Treasurer of the Grand 
Encampment, was received and welcomed as the personal 
representative of the M.:.E...Grand Master. The Grand 
Commandery was also honored by the presence of R.°.E.-.Sir 
William P. Chandler, Past Grand Commander of Tennessee; 
V...E..Sir Chauncy N. Mynderse, Deputy Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of Tennessee, and E.-.S..G. C. 
Scarborough, Grand Junior Warden of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Virginia. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Commander, R.-.E.-.Sir 
John R. Yeager, is a carefully prepared document, in which 
he reviews his official acts for the year and lays before the 
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Grand Commandery the actual condition of the Order in the 
Jurisdiction. He is much disturbed concerning the loss in 
membership and we quote a paragraph referring to same: 
“One year ago, when you elected me your Grand Commander, 
I promised you great things and held high hopes for a very 
successful year. Iam sorry to report, however, that we show 
a loss of membership, to the number of 679. All this proves 
that peace and harmony prevails in too many of our sub- 
ordinate Commanderies. The most peaceful and harmonious 
spots upon the earth are our various cities of the dead, and 
many Commanderies are attempting to emulate that condi- 
tion. The causes of our losses are many and varied. Sus- 
pensions for non-affiliation in Lodge and Chapter play an 
important part, and when it is remembered that Knights 
Templars must first be Masons, and that the subordinate 
Lodges are not showing the growth of the past, but on the 
contrary, a great loss, we know that Commanderies must also 
suffer. One of our Commanderies shows a greater number of 
suspensions than a twenty-year average for the entire state.” 
He speaks very highly of the Order of DeMolay and says that 
the boy of yesterday is the Mason of today and the Knight 
Templar of tomorrow arfd that the Knights Templars should 
heartily sponsor this movement. One dispensation was 
granted and none refused. Seven decisions were rendered 
along constitutional lines and were approved by the Juris- 
prudence Committee. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 9,230. Net loss for the year 679. 
Thirty-three Commanderies reported a loss in membership 
and six showed a gain. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $40,192.77; disbursements, $21,947.87; 
leaving a balance on hand of $18,244.90; Invested Funds, 
$25,650.00; Officers’ Triennial Fund, $1,048.00; Grand Com- 
mandery Triennial Fund, $1,691.87. 

The Educational Committee gives a fine report of their 
year’s activities and we find that 117 loans have been made 
amounting to $18,188.00, leaving a balance on hand of $220.17. 
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One hundred and three of these loans were made to men and 
fourteen to women. Rather a heavy percentage in favor 
of the young men of Kentucky. The committee is adhering 
strictly to the rules originally suggested for their guidance by 
the Committee from the Grand Encampment, with the ex- 
ception of rule limiting loans only to Juniors and Seniors. 

The Report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir W. W. Clark 
who reviews 44 Jurisdictions in a thorough and efficient man- 
ner. We fail to find a review of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 

The Highty-first Annual Conclave will be held in the City 
of Owensboro, Kentucky, in May, 1928. 


LovisIana, 1927 


The Sixty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Louisiana was held in Scottish Rite Cathedral, 
Shreveport, La., April 25-26, 1927, with all Grand Officers, 
excepting Grand Commander and Grand Treasurer, and 
fifteen Past Grand Commanders, present. The Grand 
Commander was absent on account of the severe illness of 
his mother. 

The Annual Address of R.-.E..Sir J. H. Rowland, Grand 
Commander, after a brief reference to his recent illness and 
the pleasure he had in office, is a concise business report of 
his administration. He issued fifteen dispensations and 
refused none. No decisions were rendered and no recom- 
mendations made. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts with 
balance on hand of $14,683.41; disbursements of $11,302.09; 
leaving a balance on hand of $3,381.32; Triennial Fund, 
$1,000.00. 

The report of the Grand Recorder is a complete summary of 
the administration of his office for the year and occupies nine 
pages of the Proceedings. Total membership is 3299. Net 
loss for the year, 7. 

Under the report of the Inspector General, Sir Knight 
Harold J. Neal states that every Commandery in the juris- 
diction has been visited and that all are showing a marked 
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improvement in all parts of the work as well as increasing 
interest in the Official Inspections. Schools of Instruction 
were held in New Orleans and Lafayette and the Officers who 
attended these Schools showed by their work at Inspection 
that they were materially benefited thereby. Courteous 
reference is made to the Inspection System of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island and the diagramatic prints used in this 
jurisdiction. He recommends that Inspections should be 
made by one of the Grand Officers rather than by himself, 
as his duties should be to supervise the instruction of Officers, 
and to be present at the Official Inspection to make notes of 
errors made and grade the Officers and Commanderies accord- 
ing to the degree of proficiency of the work exemplified. 
Needless to say your Reviewer heartily coincides with this 
recommendation of the Inspector General. 

A telegram was received from R.:.E..Sir Ray O. Burks of 
Stuttgart, Arkansas, personal representative of M.-.E.-.Sir 
George W. Vallery, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, 
stating that owing to flood conditions it would be impossible to 
attend. R.-.E..Sir John R. Tally, Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Mississippi was introduced and 
cordially received by the Fraters. 

Under the report of the Educational Committee we find 
that 32 loans were made to 30 applicants, amounting to 
$6,475.00; leaving a balance on hand of $1,681.14. 

Under the report of the Committee on Uniform By-Laws 
for the Constituent Commanderies, which was received and 
adopted, we find the following: “Section 12. Each member of 
the Commandery shall purchase a regulation uniform which 
must be paid for before the Order of the Temple can be 
conferred.” 

The roll of Representatives of other Grand Jurisdictions 
was called with 24 responding. Among these we note R..E.. 
Sir H. S. Weston, Representative for Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

The report on Templar Review is by R...E..Sir H. F. Grimm 
and occupies 53 pages of the volume. Massachusetts is 
courteously reviewed in one and one-half pages.

The Seventy-sixth Annual Conclave was held in Portland, 
Maine, May 5th, 1927, with all the Grand Officers and twelve 
of the living Past Grand Commanders, present. 

The first business after opening was the reception of visitors 
as follows: R.-.E..Sir Harry G. Pollard, Grand Sword Bearer 
of the Grand Encampment, U. S. A.; R..E..Sir James A.

Maryann, 1927 


The Fifty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Maryland was held in the Masonic Temple, 
Baltimore, Wednesday, May 11, 1927. 

Immediately preceding the opening of Grand Commandery, 
Monumental Commandery, No. 3, conferred the Order of 
Malta in Full Ceremonial Form on one candidate and Beau- 
seant Commandery, No. 8, conferred the Order of the Temple. 

Grand Commander Price opened the Conclave at 3.30 and 
the following distinguished guests were received: R..E..Sir 
William E. Miller, Past Grand Commander of the District of 
Columbia and personal representative of the Grand Master; 
R..E.-Sir Paul J. Pontius, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Pennsylvania; R..E..Sir Mark F. Finley, 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of the District 
of Columbia; R.:.E..Sir Henry F. Barth, Past Grand Com- 
mander of New Jersey, and E.-.Sir Oliver A. Phelps, Assistant 
Grand Inspector Instructor of the Grand Commandery of the 
District of Columbia. 

The Grand Commander’s report is an interesting account 
of his administration and his devotion to the interests of 
Knight Templarism during the entire year is highly praised 
by the Committee on Doings of Grand Officers. He issued 
ten dispensations and rendered one decision, all of these being 
approved by Jurisprudence Committee.

The Committee on Jurisprudence and By-Laws presented 
the following Standing Resolution which was adopted by 
Grand Commandery: No Knight Templar within this Juris- 
diction shall wear or permit to be worn, his Knights Templar 
or Fatigue Uniform, or any portion thereof, upon any public 
or social occasion, except he be in the line of his Commandery, 
or under command or orders of his superior officers; and any 
Knight Templar offending against the provisions of this law 
shall, after trial in his Commandery, if found guilty, be pun- 
ished by suspension for such length of time as the Commandery 
shall{deem proper. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $24,909.54; disbursements, 
$14,097.70; leaving a balance on hand of 10,811.84; Invested 
Funds, $6,972.00. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 4,798. 
Net gain for the year, 37. 

The Annual Report of the Educational Loan Committee is 
very brief but right to the point. Ten loans were made during 
the year amounting to $2,785.00. Balance on hand May 11, 
1927, $8,422.29. 

The report on Templar Review is by Rev. Henry Branch, 
D. D., and Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously 
reviewed for both 1925 and 1926. 

Next Annual Conclave will be held in Baltimore, Md.,

REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE 33 


Micuican, 1927 


The Seventy-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Command- 
ery of Michigan was held in the new Masonic Temple, Lansing, 
June 7-8-9, 1927. 

After opening at 9.30 a.m. the Grand Commander immedi- 
ately adjourned the business session until Wednesday morning 
as the program of activities calling for a general parade and 
exhibition drills would fill the day. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a splendid 
document and shows careful attention to every detail during 
his administration. Many dispensations were issued for 
public appearance and a number of decisions made, all being 
in accord with Templar Law and were approved by Juris- 
prudence Committee. Evidently R.:.E..Sir Davidson is very 
popular with our Michigan Fraters as later in the Proceedings 
we find the following paragraph referring to him: ‘His year 
of service has been marked with earnest and wholehearted 
attention to the welfare of the Commanderies in this State 
and he closed his administration in a blaze of glory in the 
largest State Conclave ever held in Michigan and with the 
love, honor and respect of his companion Knights.” The 
Grand Commander speaks very highly of Inspector Instructor 
Fred H. Locke and his efficient corps of Deputies and says he 
is more convinced than ever of the value of the Instruction 
Board to Templar Masonry in Michigan and that the freedom 
from friction and difficulties, enjoyed in the Jurisdiction, is 
largely due to their tact and timely attention. Seven District 
Field Days were held, and about two thousand Knights 
participated in the parades and drills. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $100,132.69; disbursements 
of $18,821.80; leaving a balance on hand of $81,310.89. In- 
cluded in this balance is the Triennial Fund amounting to 
$45,095.00. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 15,820. 
Net loss for the year 4. Suspensions the past year numbered 
181, being more than double the number reported the year 
previous, which accounts for the net loss. 
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The Annual Report of the Educational Committee shows 
104 loans made during the year amounting to $20,025.00. 
Balance on hand available for loans $2,085.03. They give a 
somewhat brief report of their work but say the last year has 
proven to be the year of greatest activity since the instituting 
of the Educational program. 

A large number of guests from other Jurisdictions were 
present at the Conclave, among them being R.-.E..Sir Harry 
C. Walker, Grand Captain General of the Grand Encampment 
and personal representative of the Most Eminent Grand 
Master. In his address R..E..Sir Walker praises the Grand 
Commandery of Michigan and referring to the parade says: 
“T have never seen anything better in the way of zeal and 
enthusiasm of every man, and these are what should charac- 
terize the efforts of all Commanderies of any size.” 

We congratulate the Grand Commandery of Michigan or 
their Budget System which they have in operation and ven- 
ture to say that many other Jurisdictions could profit by a 
careful study of same. : 


From the report of the Triennial Conclave Committee we 
quote a few interesting statistics: ‘Thirty-seven hotels in 
Detroit have been practically filled to capacity at this time. 
Twelve thousand Sir Knights and ladies, from twenty-one 
States, have been assigned to their hotels definitely, and some 
applications have not as yet been assigned. Thousands more 
will be quartered on special trains and boats during the 
period of the Conclave. The entertainment Committee has 
entered into contracts which will insure outings, both day and 
night, on the River. Band Concerts and Balls will be pro- 
vided so that all may be entertained and a concert will be 
given each day at Belle Isle by the Symphony Orchestra.” 

E..Sir and Rey. Emil Montanus reports for the Committee 
on Fraternal Correspondence and ably reviews all the Grand 
Jurisdictions under the Grand Encampment as well as the 
Great Priory of Canada; Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
courteously reviewed in two pages. 

The Seventy-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
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mandery of Michigan will be held in Port Huron, commencing 
Tuesday June 5, 1928. 


Mrixnesora, 1927 


The Sixty-second Annual Conclave: of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Minnesota was held in Masonic Temple in the 
city of St. Paul, on May 18-19, commencing at 9.30 a.m. with 
all Grand Officers and twelve Past Grand Commanders 
present. 

Previous to the opening of the Conclave the Grand Officers 
were escorted from the St. Paul Hotel to the Masonic Temple 
by the Duluth Knights Templar Band and representatives of 
the several constituent Commanderies. The Mayor Hon. 
Lawrence C. Hodgson, extended a cordial welcome to the 
city of St. Paul which was responded to by Deputy Grand 
Commander, Grover C. Sterling. 

The lines were then formed and the following distinguished 
guests received: M.-.E.-Sir George W. Vallery, Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment; R.-.E..Sir Andrew D. Agnew, 
Grand Junior Warden of the Grand Encampment; R.-.E.-.Sir 
Glen F. Coe, Grand Commander of Illinois; R..E..Sir Frank 
L. McNamara, Grand Commander of Wisconsin; V..E..Sir

In the Grand Commander’s report we find the following 
which is of particular interest to Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island: “I would recommend that the state be divided into 
eight districts of five Commanderies each, that each Grand 
Officer, exclusive of the Grand Commander, Grand Prelate, 
Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder, be assigned a different 
district each year so that by the time an Officer has finished 
his term as Deputy Grand Commander, he will have had 
supervision over all Commanderies in the State. This leaves 
the Grand Commander free to assist others, as well as look 
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after important business. The Grand Officer should be held 
responsible for the condition of the Commanderies under his 
supervision; visit them as often as possible; arouse interest 
in the Chapter if needed; in fact do everything he can to in- 
crease interest in Templarism, reporting to the Grand Com- 
mander. 

_The Grand Commander granted eight dispensations and 
rendered several decisions, all of which were in accord with 
Templar law. 

The Grand Treasurer reported receipts with balance on 
hand of $45,234.86; disbursements of $30,385.70; leaving a 
balance on hand of $14,849.16. 

The Grand Recorder reported a membership of 7,803, 
showing a net loss for the year of 52. 

The report of the Educational Fund Committee show 
receipts of $17,896,73; loans of $5,435.00; leaving a balance 
on hand of $12,461.73. 

The report on Templar Review is by Rev. Alfred G. Pinkham 
and occupies 69 pages of the Proceedings. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two pages. 

The Sixty-third Annual Conclave will be held in Duluth on 
Wednesday and Thursday, May 16-17, 1928. 


Mississippi, 1927 


The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Mississippi was held in the Asylum of Cyrene 
Commandery, No. 9, at Meridian, April 14, 1927. 

From the address of Grand Commander Seavey we judge 
conditions in his Jurisdiction are not all one could wish, but 
some of the Commanderies are making good progress and 
maintaining the spirit of Templarism amongst their working 
members. We quote two paragraphs from the address: 
“The pride that we would naturally expect from every mem- 
ber of our great Christian Order, in knowing that he is enlisted 
under the greatest banner that was ever carried into the 
nations of the earth, is sadly lacking in many of our Sir 
Knights. Our Order is menaced with a growing indifference, 
but I would say to those who remain faithful, keep up the fight 
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like our Christian Knights of old, carry that banner with that 
same steady footstep, with In Hoc Signo Vinces blazing your 
way, and as the cycles of human events that control our 
destinies come and go, we will soon find Templarism again 
coming into its pre-eminent place and an upward trend of our 
Order will influence itself, and we will march more gloriously 
than ever, with greater numbers and a greater spirit of in- 
fluence over mankind. He issued thirteen dispensations, one 
of which was to establish a new Commandery at Picayune, 
Miss. The Charter of Edwards Commandery was _ sur- 
rendered during the year but he is pleased to report that most 
of its members affiliated with other Commanderies im- 
mediately. He makes several recommendations, all of same 
being of local interest. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $27,336.84; balance on hand avail- 
able for general use, $14,397.49. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total 
membership of $3,946. Net loss for the year 102, which is 
less than the previous year. 

The Educational Committee report twelve loans made 
during the year, amounting to $2,547.15. Balance on hand, 
$10,956.85. 

The Inspector General gives a complete report of his duties 
for the year and conditions found in the several Command- 
eries, occupying twelve pages of the Proceedings. He could 
not visit all the Commanderies as he was evidently working 
for the Grand Chapter and Grand Council at the same time 
and in the same capacity. Evidently this system has not 
worked out satisfactorily as it was voted later in the Conclave 
to discontinue the office of Inspector General and a committee 
was appointed to formulate new plans for an Inspection 
system. 

An especially noteworthy feature of the Conclave was the 
splendid sermon delivered by Grand Prelate, Sir Knight 
J. Lloyd Decell of Jackson, Mississippi, at the Central Metho- 
dist Church. 


The report on Templar Review is by Sir Knight L. A. 
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Benoist, who ably reviews 46 Jurisdictions in 75 pages of the 
volume. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous 
mention in two and one-half pages. 

The selection of the time and place of the next Annual 
Conclave was by resolution delegated to the four principal 
Grand Officers. :

The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Missouri was held in the Dockery Gymnasium of 
the State Teachers College in the city of Warrensburg, 
May 10-11, 1927, with all Grand Officers, 12 Past Grand 
Commanders, and representatives from 54 of the Chartered 
Commanderies, present. The total number of delegates 
present, without duplication, was 228. 

Preliminary to the Official Opening the usual devotional 
exercises were held, with a sermon by the Grand Prelate, 
E..Sir and Rev. C. H. Briggs, after which the following 
distinguished guests were formally received and welcomed by 
the Grand Commander: M...E.Sir George W. Vallery, Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment; R..E.Sir Isaac H. 
Hettinger, Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Encampment; 
R..E.Sir Glenn F. Coe, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Illinois; R.-.E..Sir George T. Sprecher, Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Nebraska; E.-.Sir 
Clark W. McKenzie, Past Commander of Peninsula Com- 
mandery of Michigan; E.-.Sir John Pickard, Grand Master of 
Masons of Missouri; E..Sir James A. Kinder, Grand High 
Priest of the Grand Chapter of Missouri. 

The Address of the Grand Commander is very complete 
and occupies a number of pages in the Proceedings. He issued 
10 dispensations and rendered one decision. By the number of 
visits reported we are of the opinion the Grand Commander 
did considerable travelling during his year of office. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $82,026.57; disbursements, $39,664.65; 
leaving a balance on hand of $42,361.92; Emergency Fund, 
$33,000.00; General Fund, $46,000.00. 
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The Annual report of the Grand Recorder shows a total 
membership of 16,973. Net gain, 29. 

A splendid report on Necrology comprising ten pages of the 
volume was submitted by Corona H. Briggs, Chairman of the 
Committee. Among those mentioned we find the name of 
R..E.Sir John Albert Blake, Past Grand Commander of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island. - 

The roll of Grand Representatives was called on the second 
day of the Conclave with 30 responding. We fail to note 
the Grand Representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
among those present. 

E..Sir John Pickard moved that $500.00 be appropriated 
for the relief of flood sufferers in southern Missouri. The 
motion was adopted and referred to the Finance Committee 
for appropriation. 

The report of the Educational Committee shows 132 loans 
made to 132 students, amounting to $22,325.00; Admin- 
istrative expenses, $182.97. 

The report on Templar Review is by Ray V. Denslow and is 
a well written document containing 145 pages. We fail to 
find any review of Massachusetts and Rhode Island in his 
report. 


Montana, 1926 


The Thirty-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Montana was held in the Asylum of St. Bernard 
Commandery, No. 6, in the city of Livingston, July 14, 1926. 

The personal representative of the Grand Master, R..E.-.Sir 
Edward Smith, Past Grand Commander of Idaho, sent them 
a telegram expressing his regret at his inability to be present 
at the Conclave. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Commander is a complete 
and well written resumé of his administration. He issued 
one dispensation for public appearance and rendered no 
decisions. He visited twenty-one of the twenty-three Com- 
manderies in his Jurisdiction and reports them in fine condition. 
One of the two Commanderies he failed to visit, found it 
impossible to arrange a special Conclave for his convenience 
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as requested, bringing forth the following comment: “It is, 
however, a Commandery’s duty to show a certain amount of 
consideration and respect for the Grand Commandery of 
Montana. It does not matter who the individual may be 
who happens for the moment to be then occupying the dis- 
tinguished position of Grand Commander.” He makes a 
number of recommendations, among them being one to revise 
the Grand Constitutions and another to have the Triennial 
Committee changed so that more experienced Sir Knights 
would be on the Committee. He also wants the Jurisdiction 
divided into Districts or Divisions so that an Inspector 
could be appointed in each one. Naturally this appeals to 
your Reviewer as it is along the system used in our Jurisdiction. 
The Committee on the Grand Commander’s address are very 
complimentary in their comment and close with the following: 
“Well done, thou good and faithful Grand Commander; well 
hast thou earned thy reward.” 

Two Special Conclaves were held during the year; one on 
August 3, 1925, at Helena for the purpose of attending a 
funeral and another at Roundup, on January 16, 1926, for 
the purpose of Constituting Emmanuel Commandery. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $11,490.23; disbursements, 
$8,372.15; leaving a balance on hand of $3,118.08. Triennial 
Fund, $3,712.44. Melita Island Fund, $2,654.00. He was 
not entirely satisfied with the manner of handling the funds 
of the Educational Committee and recommended this Com- 
mittee have its own treasurer. 

The Grand Commandery united with the other Grand 
bodies in convening the next Grand Conclave on Melita 
Island, Flathead Lake, July 13-14, 1927. 


Nepraska, 1927 


The Fifty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Nebraska, was held in Convention Hall of the Hotel Norfolk, 
Norfolk, Nebraska, on Thursday, April 28-29, 1927, with all 
Grand Officers, except Treasurer, and eight Past Grand 
Commanders, present. 
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After the opening the Grand Commander appointed a 
Committee to retire and escort into the Asylum the dis- 
tinguished visitors who were in waiting. The Committee 
having attended to the duty assigned them, entered the 
Asylum and introduced R.-.E..Sir Louis H. Moore, Past 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Iowa, and 
M.:.W...Edwin D. Crites, Grand Master of Masons of Ne- 
braska, who were cordially received by the Grand Commander, 
R...E..Sir Robertson, and escorted to the East under an 
Arch of Steel. 

R..E..Sir James M. Robertson in his Annual Report as 
Grand Commander, gives a business-like review of his year 
of office and under Condition of the Order says: “True, we 
have lost in numbers, but we know that the mere taking of 
the vows, and the mere investment with knightly titles and 
honors can make no man purer or better. Knightly armour 
cannot purify a heart of passion nor is it a defense against a 
life unannealed of sin. The soul of the man who kneels to 
receive knighthood should be white as the lily. Fraters, it 
therefore lies with you to observe the faith, the practice, and 
the honor of knighthood as those upon whose escutcheon no 
stain rests. It is for you to sustain and viridicate knighthood 
by unfailing virtue and propriety of life, and by your conduct, 
in your relations with both the brotherhood and the profane 
to exemplify the ideals of Masonic Knight Templary.” 

Several dispensations were granted, most of which were for 
public appearance in uniform, and one decision was made. 

Among his recommendations was the following: ‘I recom- 
mend a stricter observance of Christmas, Easter and As- 
cension Day, with special services appropriate to these 
festivals; and I also recommend that Commandery Inspections 
be made more formal occasions. This will awaken increased 
interest in our Commanderies, and will stimulate among the 
Fraters a spirit of emulation that will promote the welfare of 
Templarism. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $15,783.25; disbursements, $4,704.49; leaving a balance on 
hand of $11,078.76. 
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The report of the Grand Recorder shows a membership 
of 4,538, a net loss of 71. 

The report of the Educational Committee shows they are 
active and are doing good work. Receipts, $8,815.17; dis- 
bursements, $8,010.75; leaving a balance on hand of $804.42. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir Knight Charles 
H. Marley and occupies 66 pages of the volume. Massa- 
ehusetts and Rhode Island are courteously reviewed in two 
pages. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Omaha, on the second Thursday following Easter, April 19th, 
1928. 


New Hamesuire, 1926 

The Seventy-ninth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of New Hampshire was held in the city of Keene, 
September 28, 1926, with all Grand Officers, six Past Grand 
Commanders and representatives from ten chartered Com- 
manderies, present. 

R...E..Sir Henry P. Dexter, Past Grand Commander of 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
and personal representative of the Most Eminent Grand 
Master, was cordially received and welcomed by Grand 
Commander Aldrich. 

From the Grand Commander’s Annual Address we note that 
the Christmas observance was very general in the several Com- 
manderies. One Commandery wished to have a clergyman 
present who was not a Knight Templar and the Grand 
Commander ruled that if the Reverend gentleman was pres- 
ent, he would have to retire during the drinking of the 
toasts, claiming this should be strictly a Knight Templar 
function and not open to the public. His official acts and 
other duties are principally of local interest, and include a visit 
to each of the constituent Commanderies in his Jurisdiction. 

Although this was the seventy-ninth Annual Conclave, the 
Centennial Anniversary of the Grand Commandery was 
celebrated in June, at a special Conclave held in Portsmouth. 
Considerable space in the Proceedings is devoted to this 
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Anniversary and it was truly a memorable occasion. It was 
marked by a parade, trip to Navy Yard in Portsmouth, 
entertainment at Pierce Island, and an Historical Address by 
Sir Knight John H. Bartlett, a former Governor of New 
Hampshire. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find a 
total membership of 3,510. Net gain for the year, 9. 

The Grand Treasurer reports a balance on hand of $3,017.00. 

The Educational Committee reports loans made to twenty- 
six students with a balance cash on hand of $5,839.24. 

Grand Recorder Cheney gives a fine Review of the several 
Grand Jurisdictions and we congratulate him upon his new 
headquarters. 


New Jrersry, 1927 
A special Conclave was held in Masonic Temple, Montclair, 


. N.J., on June 23, 1926, for the purpose of Constituting Lebanon 


Commandery, No. 31. The Grand Commandery was opened 
in due form for the occasion with all Grand Officers and six 
Past Grand Commanders, present. 

The Sixty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of New Jersey was held in the ballroom of the 
Berkeley-Carteret Hotel, Asbury Park, June 3, 1927. Twenty- 
four of the thirty-one Chartered Commanderies of the Juris- 
diction were represented. 

The Conclave was opened by R.:.E.-.Sir Harry M. Wilson, 
Grand Commander, and immediately following same these 
distinguished guests were received and welcomed: R...E.-.Sir 
Gilbert W. Blanchard, Past Grand Commander of Pennsyl- 
vania and personal representative of M..E..Sir George W. 
Vallery, Grand Master; R.-.E..Sir Boyd W. Musser, Grand 
Commander of Pennsylvania; R.-.E..Sir John H. Bonnington, 
Past Grand Commander of New York; R..E..Sir Thomas 
Shipley, Past Grand Commander of Pennsylvania and E.-.Sir 
Robert O’Boyle, Grand Prelate of Pennsylvania. Later in 
the day, R..E..Sir Ednor A. Marsh, Grand Commander of 
New York and E.-.Sir William D. Cushman, Grand Captain 
General of New York, arrived, and were cordially welcomed. 
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The Grand Commander’s Address occupies fourteen pages 
of the Proceedings and is a concise and well written report 
of his administration. He attended twenty-five Inspections, 
issued thirty-six dispensations, refusing two, and rendered 
a number of decisions. On May 5th, R.:.E.-.Sir Wilson 
knighted his own son in Corson Commandery, No. 15. He 
states that he not only knighted his son but that he also did 
the Prelate’s work during the evening. Many Grand Officers 
and delegations from other Commanderies were present on 
this happy and unique occasion. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $35,510.78; disbursements, 
$16,325.13; leaving a balance on hand of $19,185.65. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 7,620. 
Net gain for the year, 58. 

The report of the Educational Committee is brief but 
shows considerable work accomplished. Total number of 
loans made, thirty-two, amounting to $8,880.00; leaving a 
balance on hand of $4,824.70. 

Triennial Conclave Committee reported that arrangements 
have been made for an eight-day itinerary with headquarters 
room at Hotel Statler in Detroit. They have not been able 
to arrange Hotel reservations for the Past and Present Officers, 
due to the fact they were not authorized to meet with the 
Grand Encampment Committee and state their requirements. 
They recommend that in the future the Grand Commander, 
or such Past or Present Grand Officers as he may appoint, 
attend the Grand Encampment Committee meeting and 
make such reservations as may be required. This recom- 
mendation was later adopted by Grand Commandery. 


At the roll call of Grand Representatives it was found that 
twenty-eight were present. We cannot find the name of the 
Grand Representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
among them. 

A letter was received from the Chamber of Commerce of 
Atlantic City, New Jersey, extending an invitation through 
the Grand Commandery to the Grand Encampment to hold

the Triennial Conclave in that city in 1931. On motion, this 
was laid over until the next Annual Conclave. 

Just before adjournment a Past Grand Commanders’ 
Jewel was presented to R..E..Sir Harry M. Wilson by Past 
Grand Commander Riddle. Your Reviewer has had the 
pleasure of meeting Past Grand Commander Wilson twice 
since his retirement from office and can vouch for the beauty 
of this Jewel, from personal observation. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-Sir E. A. Whitman, 
occupying seventy pages of the volume. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is courteously reviewed in two pages. 


Norru Carouina, 1927 


The Forty-seventh Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of North Carolina was held in the Asylum of High 
Point Commandery, No. 24, High Point, North Carolina, 
May 11-12, 1927. 

Immediately after opening, the following distinguished 
guests were received and welcomed by Grand Commander 
Crowson; R.:.E..Sir Charles K. Chritzberg, Past Grand Com- 
mander of South Carolina and personal representative of the 
Most Eminent Grand Master; R..E.Sir O. Frank Hart, 
Past Grand Commander of South Carolina, and R..E.Sir 
Bert S. Lee, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Missouri. 

From the Annual Address of the Grand Commander we 
find he issued nine dispensations, most of same for public 
appearance, and refused none. One interesting decision was 
rendered regarding application for the Orders from a Scotch- 
man who belonged to Lodge and Chapter in Scotland. On 
this decision we quote Jurisprudence Committee as follows: 
“We approve the decision of the Grand Commander holding 
that a petitioner who was a member of Prince Wales Lodge 
and Baron of Renfro Chapter, both under the jurisdiction of 
Scotland, who also presents certificates that he is a member of 
the Royal Ark Mariner Lodge, of the Red Cross Council 
degree and that he has taken the mark, Excellent Master 
and the Royal Arch degree, all of Scotland, must be healed as 
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to the Past Master and*Most Excellent Master degrees, in 
order to comply with the provisions of Section 113, which 
names the prerequisite degrees to the Orders of Knighthood 
and that said petioner must show conclusively that he is 
actually affiliated in Lodge and Chapter.” He makes a 
number of recommendations, some of which require changing 
the Constitutions, but as these are of local interest we will 
not quote them. Under the heading of Knight Templar 
Loan Fund, he says: “I received an appeal for assistance from 
the daughter of one whom the Masons of North Carolina 
had most signally honored. She could not qualify for a loan 
since she was just entering college. Under these conditions 
and feeling that in this particular instance we had an urgent 
duty to perform, I ordered the sum of $500 withdrawn from 
the Charity Fund and same to be placed with Sir Knight 
Austin to meet this and any other similar emergency which 
might arise.” On this act the Jurisprudence Committee ruled 
that the Grand Commander had no authority to thus appro- 
priate the funds of the Grand Commandery but recommended 
that the appropriation in this particular case be approved, 
but that no precedent for such act be thus established. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Recorder shows a member- 
ship of 5,399. Net gain for the year, 69. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $26,200.18; disbursements, 
$13,481.81; leaving a balance on hand of $12,718.37; Special 
Charity Fund, $1,005.00; Permanent Fund, $18,405.96; 
Triennial Fund, $2,052.00. 

The Educational Fund Committee reported a total number 
of 57 loans made, amounting to $7,881.50; balance on hand, 
$3,144.92; average amount of loan per student, $138.26. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-.Sir J. Edward 
Allen and occupies 145 pages of the Proceedings. He is well 
versed in Templar affairs and is an interesting and instructive 
writer. Massachusetts and Rhode Island for 1926 is fully 
and courteously reviewed in four pages. 

The Forty-eighth Annual Conclave will be held in Dur- 
ham, N. C., on the second Thursday in May, 1928. 
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Norts Daxora : 

The Thirty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of North Dakota was held in the Asylum of Tancred 
Commandery, Bismark, N. D., Tuesday and Wednesday, 
May 17-18, 1927. 

Preceding the opening of Grand Commandery, religious 
services were held, including processional hymn, “Onward 
Christian Soldiers,” responsive reading and Creed, and an 
inspiring sermon address by Grand Prelate Sir Knight Ward F. 
Boyd. 

Immediately following the religious services the Grand 
Commandery was reconvened with all Grand Officers, six 
Past Grand Commanders, and representatives from sixteen 
Constituent Commanderies, present. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a short, 
but well written report of his administration and he is to be 
congratulated upon his zeal and enthusiasm. Grand Com- 
mander Russ is a Lieutenant Colonel in the Reserve Corps 
and obtained leave of absence from the Staff Officers School 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, where he was training, to 
preside at this Annual Conclave. He issued two dispensations 
for public appearance and rendered one decision, all of same 
being in accord with Templar Law. Under the heading of 
An Inovation, we quote, “This year at this Conclave we are 
introducing the idea of having each Commander tell just what 
his Commandery is doing along the line of benefit to its 
community. I believe that we as Knights Templars have 
allowed various civic and luncheon clubs to usurp the privi- 
leges of special service which we should have been proud to 
perform. We must make for ourselves a place in each com- 
munity; not for boast or advertising; but a place won by real 
achievement, justifying our existence as Soldiers of the Cross.” 
And again referring to membership, “In holding our own we 
have, I believe, done our best, but, an increase in membership, 
in quantity, is not the best evidence of life and vitality in our 
order. Quality is what will count, quality in service, in 
ideals, in accomplishments, and to reach this goal increased 
membership cuts an extremely small part. A re-awakening, 
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a re-consecration, a pledging anew of our present membership 
is what we most desire and require.” 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $4,427.40; disbursements, 
$2,901.79; leaving a balance on hand of $1,525.61; Triennial 
Fund, $1,382.34; Invested Funds, $3,124.34. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 2,324. 
Net gain for the year, 1. 

The Second Annual Report of the Inspector, Sir Knight 
Adolph D. Ertresvaag, indicates painstaking effort on his part 
and there has evidently been a decided improvement in several 
of the Commanderies. He complains of lack of attendance 
by the members at Inspections and we assure him that he is 
not the only Inspector who finds this condition. Your 
Reviewer is an ardent believer in having an Inspection System 
where at least 10% of the total mark attained by a Com- 
mandery at their Inspection is based on attendance. This, 
in our humble opinion, will help materially to get the members 
out at least once a year. We quote a portion of his report 
referring to music during the conferring of the Order of the 
Temple: ‘We are opposed to the excessive use of either vocal 
or instrumental music during the libations. These form the 
climax of the Order of the Temple and nothing should be done 
to take the effect of the work itself. Two of our Commander- 
ies this year had long solos during the fifth libation, during all 
this time the candidate was on his knees and in our estimation 
this cannot help but spoil the effect of the work.” 

The Educational Committee report a total of fifty-six loans 
made, aggregating $7,450.00. Repayments of $4,816.92 
have included final settlement of thirty-seven loans. The 
Committee say that repayments from young lady borrowers 
are more prompt than from young men and that the girls seem 
to have a greater sense of financial responsibility. 

The Thirty-ninth Annual Conclave will be held in Minot, 
N. D., May 22-23, 1928. 
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Onto, 1926 

The Eighty-fourth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Ohio was held in the Masonic Temple, Mansfield, 
Ohio, October 13, 1926. 

Grand Commandery convened in great sadness owing to the 
death of Grand Commander Charles H. Voegele, which 
occurred about two months before. The usual elaborate 
program had been arranged for the Conclave but it was 
suspended and forgotten on account of this sad occurrence 
and a purely business session became the Order of the Day. 

A special service was held during the Conclave in memory 
of R..E..Sir Voegele, when loving tributes were paid to his 
sterling character as a citizen and a Mason. He had com- 
pleted a portion of his Annual Report when stricken down and 
that part was presented at the Conclave. Forty-nine Com- 
manderies had a Christmas observance with a total attendance 
of 2,723 Knights and an offering of $6,275.00. He issued 
thirty-nine dispensations and refused one, which was to par- 
ticipate in a Centennial parade at Massillon. The Acting 
Grand Commander reported seventeen additional dispen- 
sations issued since the death of the Grand Commander. 
On September 26, 1926, the Grand Commandery assembled 
in a special Conclave at Ashtabula, for the purpose of con- 
secrating the Asylum of Columbian Commandery, No. 52, 
following the dedication of the New Temple. On January 26, 
1926, the Grand Commandery assembled in a special Conclave 
in Toledo for the purpose of consecrating the Asylum of 
Eu Tah Commandery, No. 66. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows re- 
ceipts with balance on hand of $120,782.03; disbursements, 
$95,311.26; leaving a balance on hand of $25,470.77; Invested 
Funds, $41,824.54. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total 
membership of 34,948. Net gain for the year, 423. There 
oe 78 Chartered Commanderies in the State and one 

The Education Committee reports total number of loans 
made to students to date of the Conclave, 316, amounting to 
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$54,565.00; the expenses of administration amounted to 
$918.00; balance on hand, $35,614.96. Students granted 
loans were attending 52 institutions of learning located in 
many States. 

The following resolution was presented by the Finance 
Committee and adopted by Grand Commandery: ‘That 
hereafter the widows of Past Grand Commanders be invited 
as guests of the Grand Commandery of Ohio at their Annual 
Conclaves, and that their expenses be paid by the Grand 
Commandery.” 

M...E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Past Grand Master and 
personal representative of M.-.E..Sir George W. Vallery, was 
received and cordially welcomed to the Grand Commandery 
of Ohio by the Acting Grand Commander. 

The report on Templar Review is from the pen of R.:.E.-.Sir 
Nelson Wilson who tendered his resignation as Reviewer at 
this Conclave after serving for the past seven years. His 
review covers the Proceedings of forty-six jurisdictions which 
he gives us in 182 pages. Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
for 1925, is courteously reviewed in two and one-half pages. 


OxtaHoma, 1927 


The Thirty-second Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Oklahoma was held in Ardmore, Oklahoma, on 
May 16-17-18, 1927, with all Grand Officers and thirteen 
Past Grand Commanders present. 

Immediately following the opening, distinguished guests were 
received as follows: R.:.E.-.Sir William A. Baleom, Grand Com- 
mander of Colorado, and personal representative of M..E.. 
George W. Vallery, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment; 
R...E..Sir Charles W. Tedrowe, Past Grand Commander of 
Oklahoma and Grand Warder of the Grand. Encampment; 
R...E..Sir Herbert B. Robertson, Past Grand Commander 
of Texas; E..Sir Rupert J. Daugherty, Grand Master of 
the Grand Council Royal and Select Masters of Oklahoma; 
R...E..Sir Fred H. Clark, Past Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Oklahoma who had been unavoidably 
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absent from the Conclaves of this Grand Commandery for 
several years. 

Sir Knight William B. Johnson, on behalf of the city of 
Ardmore, extended the Grand Commandery, a most cordial 
and fraternal welcome, to which response was made by R.-.E..

The insidious character of their teaching 1s re- 
vealed by their act in invoking so-called higher learning to 
convince the pupil that he, the teacher, knows the truth and 
the parent is deceived. Against all such apostacy stands the 
teaching of Templary like the ‘Rock of Ages’. It teaches, 
without reservations, the Birth, Life, Death, Resurrection, 
and Ascension of our Lord, and acknowledges Him as both

The Educational Committee report receipts with balance 
on hand of $23,865.26; disbursements, $14,783.00; leaving a 
balance on hand of $9,081.51. 

The Grand Commandery of Oklahoma have a Triennial 
Fund of $24,761.85. 

The report on Templar Review occupies 70 pages of the 
Proceedings and Massachusetts and Rhode Island are courte- 
ously reviewed in one and one-half pages of same. 


OrEGon, 1927 


The Forty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Oregon was held in the School Gymnasium, Bend, Oregon, 
on April 13-14, 1927. Preceding its convening, Pilgrim 
Commandery, No. 18, exemplified the opening of a Command- 
ery in Full Form and received the Grand Officers in a manner 
which brought forth continued applause from those assembled. 
All Grand Officers, nine Past Grand Commanders, and repre- 
sentatives from twenty-one of the twenty-two Chartered 
Commanderies, were present. 

The roll of the Grand Representatives was called and 
seventeen found present. Among these we fail to find the 
Grand Representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

In the Annual Address of the Grand Commander we find 
much interesting reading and a complete report of his ad- 
ministration. He issued six dispensations, all being in accord 
with Templar Law. No decisions were made. He visited 
every Commandery in the Jurisdiction and says that peace 
and harmony prevails throughout and that all are earnestly 
endeavoring to do better work. Under the heading of Order 
of DeMolay we quote his first paragraph: “If there is any one 
thing besides Masonry in which I am interested, it is boys. I

A Resolution was presented and adopted, that the Grand 
Commandery appropriate the sum of $100.00 to be used with 
other appropriations in defraying the cost of a Memorial 
Window to be placed in the new Masonic Temple in Portland, 
in memory of Past Grand Commander James Fullerton 
Robinson. 

The report on Templar Review is by R..E.Sir George ae 
Cochran and occupies sixty-three pages of the Proceedings. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island received courteous attention 
in one and one-half pages. 

The next Annual Conclave will be held in Portland, Oregon, 
April 11-12, 1928. 


PennsyLvania, 1927 
The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Penn- 
sylvania was held in the Masonic Temple, Philadelphia, 
May 24-25-26, 1927. All Grand Officers, fifteen Past Grand 
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Commanders and representatives from ninety-seven of the 
ninety-eight Chartered Commanderies were present. 

This splendid volume opens with a fine portrait of R..E-. 
Sir Paul J. Pontius, Grand Commander, 1926-1927, and the 
next twenty-three pages are devoted to programme of the 
Conclave week, together with statistics, 

Many distinguished guests were present and among them 
we find R..E..Sir Harry Gilmore Pollard, Past Grand Com- 
mander of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, Grand Sword 
Bearer of the Grand Encampment and personal representative 
of the Most Eminent Grand Master for Pennsylvania. 

Mayor W. Freeland Kendrick welcomed the Grand Com- 
mandery to the city of Philadelphia and said the Templars 
were thrice welcome to the “Cradle of Liberty,” to the old 
American City where the Nation was born a little more than a 
century and a half ago. Mayor Kendrick is a Past Com- 
mander of Philadelphia Commandery, No. 2. 

The Grand Commander in his Annual Address expressed 
his appreciation for the honor conferred upon him a year ago 
and says it has been his endeavor to carry the message of the 
Gospel and to keep ever before the membership the thought 
that this is a Christian organization. He granted 51 dis- 
pensations, most of same being for Commanderies to appear 
in public in Full Uniform. These were all approved by 
Committee on Jurisprudence. No decisions were made. He 
was later commended by Committee on Doings of Grand 
Officers, for continuing the exchange of courtesies with other 
Grand Commanderies and waivers of Jurisdiction whenever 
requested.

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The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows re- 
receipts with balance on hand of $156,907.27; disbursements, 
$76,650.18; leaving a balance on hand of $80,257.09; Invested 
Funds, $87,660.00. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find 
a membership of 42,124. Net gain for the year, 218. One 
Commandery knighted 120 candidates and another 81. 

A splendid resumé of their year’s work is given by the 
Educational Committee which comprises seventeen pages of 
the volume. We find that 181 loans were made, amounting 
to $39,925.00. Balance in hands of Treasurer, $17,235.51. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.E.Sir Thomas F. 
Penman, Grand Recorder, and he reviews 47 Jurisdictions in 
an able and dignified manner. Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is fully and courteously reviewed in three pages. We 
thank him for his kindly praise of the work of Grand Recorder 
Rowell. 


Sour Carouina, 1927 


The Twenty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of South Carolina was held in the city of Rock Hill 
on Thursday, April 11, 1927, with eleven Grand Officers and 
nine past Grand Commanders present. The Grand Captain 
General and the Grand Warder were unable to be present 
for business reasons. Twenty-three Grand Representatives 
answered to the roll call but we fail to find thesRepresentative 
from Massachusetts and Rhode Island among the number. 

R..E..Sir John J. Phoenix, Past Grand Commander of 
North Carolina and personal representative of the Grand 
Master, together with R..E..Sir James H. Taylor, Past 
Grand Commander of North Carolina and R..E..Sir Bert 8. 
Lee, Past Grand Commander of Missouri, were formally 
received and welcomed by the Grand Commander. 

The Grand Commander then delivered his Annual Address 
in which he pays a beautiful tribute to the memory of Past 
Grand Commander Newton F. Walker, deceased. He says 
the past year has been one of financial reverses owing to the 
closing of a Bank in which was deposited $3,079.00 of the 
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Educational Fund. In order that the Committee might 
continue to function he authorized the sale of $2,500.00 
Liberty Bonds, the proceeds being turned to this need. He 
reports no dispensations issued and but one decision made, 
this being later approved by the Committee on Jurisprudence. 
Your Reviewer heartily agrees with a paragraph in the 
address which we will quote: “A matter which grates on my 
nerves is that of so many using the term degrees. We never 
say the degree of the Red Cross, or the degree of Malta, or 
the degree of the Temple; always as the Order of the Red 
Cross, Order of Malta, and Order of the Temple. Why then 
should we speak of conferring the degrees?” 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $19,391.69; disbursements, $7,557.77 
leaving a balance on hand of $11,833.92, a portion of which is 
deposited in two Banks in process of liquidation. 

Under the Annual Report of the Grand Recorder we find 
a total membership of 3,939. Net loss for the year, 167. A 
part of this loss was occasioned by 21 Knights who demitted 
to join a Commandery being formed but did not affiliate. 

Evidently the girls of South Carolina are greatly in the 
majority as seekers of higher education as we note out of 
36 loans made, 29 are to girls. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir Joseph 
Lindsay, Grand Recorder, and occupies 101 pages of the 
Proceedings. Massachusetts and Rhode Island are courte- 
ously and thoroughly reviewed in two and one-half pages. 

The next Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of 
South Carolina will be held in Orangeburg, April 26, 1928. 


TENNESSEE, 1927 


The Sixty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Tennessee was held in the Asylum of Nashville Com- 
mandery, No. 1, May 25, 1927, with all Grand Officers and 
eleven Past Grand Commanders present. Twenty-nine out 
of the thirty-one Commanderies were represented. 

Immediately after the opening, R..E..Sir A. H. Bryant, 
Past Grand Commander of Kentucky and personal repre- 
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sentative of M.-.E.-Sir George W. Vallery, Grand Master of 
the Grand Encampment was received and escorted to the East. 

The Grand Commander’s address shows that he issued but 
two dispensations and rendered two decisions, all being in 
accord with Templar law and practice. Among his recom- 
mendations we find the following which is of special interest 
to us as we adopted a similar regulation at our last Semi- 
Annual Conclave: ‘I recommend that the Grand Commandery 
should adopt and issue through the Grand Recorder, uniform 
receipts for dues, similar to ones being used by the Grand 
Lodge and the Grand Chapter of the State.” 

At the afternoon session the following distinguished were 
introduced and heartily welcomed by the Grand Commander: 
E.-.Sir H. Lee Fox, Grand Master of Masons of Tennessee; 
E..Sir C. F. Bunbury, Grand High Priest of the Grand 
Chapter, R. A. M. of Tennessee. 

The Committee on Appeals and Grievances reported that 
no appeals or grievances had been submitted to them. 

The Grand Treasurer reported receipts with balance on 
hand of $36,219.47; disbursements of $14,644.73; leaving a 
balance on hand of $21,574.74. He also reported Liberty 
Bonds of $5,500.00. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows a total membership 
of 5,162. Net loss for the year, 24. 

The Inspection reports of the three Inspectors are very 
thorough and occupy 13 pages of the volume. It is interest- 
ing to note that the number of Inspectors, namely three, is the 
same used in the Inspection System of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 

E.Sir Edwin C. Warner introduced the following reso- 
lution which was referred to the Committee on Finance and 
Account, approved by them, and adopted by the Grand 
Commandery: “Resolved that this Grand Commandery ap- 
propriate the sum of $2,400.00 for the purpose of purchasing 
equipment for a vocational educational programme at the 
Masonic Widows and Orphans Home; $600.00, or such part 
thereof as may be necessary, to be immediately available, 
subject to call from the Superintendent of the Home. The 
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remainder shall be made available in the amount of not to 
exceed $600.00 per year, for three years. 

The report of Templar Review is by J. Leonard Wood and 
contains 74 pages. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
courteously reviewed in one and one-half pages. 


Uran, 1927 


The Eighteenth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Utah was held at the Masonic Temple, Price, 
Utah, on May 10, 1927, with seven Grand Officers, two Past 
Grand Commanders, and representatives from all six Con- 
stituent Commanderies present. . 

This volume opens with a portrait of R..E.Sir Frank P. 
Sherwood, Grand Commander, 1926-1927, and the next page 
is devoted to a short history of his Masonic life and activities. 

A number of distinguished guests were present and were 
cordially welcomed to the Grand Commandery of Utah by 
Grand Commander Sherwood. 

; The Grand Commander reports that he has visited all of the 
six Commanderies in the Jurisdiction and finds that Progress, 
Harmony and Good Fellowship prevail. He issued two dis- 
pensations, both of same for the purpose of escorting the 
Most Worshipful Grand Lodge at the laying of corner stones. 
Evidently the by-laws of Grand Commandery need revision 
as he recommends that the new Grand Commander appoint 
a Committee to revise and bring said by-laws up to date, 
reporting at the next Annual Conclave. This Recommenda- 
tion was later adopted by Grand Commandery. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $4,961.60; disbursements, 
$2,050.91; leaving a balance on hand of $2,910.69. 

We note with surprise and pleasure that the Grand Re- 
corder, in addition to looking after his official duties, has 
found time to accompany the Grand Commander on all of his 
visits to the Constituent Commanderies. He says he is 
permitted to use one of the parlors of the Masonic Temple 
as his office and has not been requested to pay for the ac- 
commodation. Your Reviewer feels that the Grand Com- 
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mandery of Utah is most fortunate in this instance and these 
generous Directors are showing true Western hospitality. 
Total membership, 885; net gain for the year, 32. 

The Educational Committee report a total of five loans 
made amounting to $750.00; balance on hand, $222.51; out- 
standing loans totaling $1,500.00. 

In the report of the Committee on Necrology, occupying 
nine pages of the Proceedings, we find the name of R.:.E.:.Sir 
John Albert Blake, Past Grand Commander of the Grand - 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. This 
report is a splendid document and we quote their concluding 
paragraph: ‘“‘They have gone, we miss them and yet is not 
that grief tempered and sweetened with the feeling that their 
lives and examples are still with us to help us to live here that 
we may be the better prepared to live with them in the fellow- 
ship of God in the life beyond.” 

R...E.Sir Jacob H. Epperson, writes an interesting review 
which includes all of the forty-seven Grand Jurisdictions. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island received courteous con- 
sideration in one and one-half pages. 

The Nineteenth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Utah will be held in the city of Provo, May 8, 1928. 


Texas, 1927 


The Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery of Texas 
was held in the Asylum of Worth Commandery, Fort Worth, 
April 27-28, 1927. The Grand Commandery was called to 
order by R.-.E..Sir Francis H. Sparrow, Grand Commander, 
at 2 p.m. and declared open in proper form. All Grand 
Officers, eleven Past Grand Commanders, and representatives 
of 57 Commanderies were present. 

Immediately after the opening the following distinguished 
guest was received and welcomed by the Grand Commander: 
R..E.-Sir William R. Lence, Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Oklahoma, who had recently been transferred 
to Dallas, by the Company for which he is working. 

E..Sir Jewell P. Lightfoot, representing Worth Com- 
mandery and the city of Fort Worth, extended a cordial 
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welcome to the Grand Commandery response to which was 
made by Past Grand Commander, Frank C. Jones. 

The Annual Address of R..E..Sir Francis H. Sparrow, 
Grand Commander, records a year of successful endeavor. 
Fifteen dispensations were granted and four refused as well 
as a number of decisions rendered, all of which are in strict 
accord with Templar Law. Under the heading of Commandery 
Inspections, he says: “I would suggest that the policy of 
placing Grand Officers as Inspectors of different Districts 
each year be continued, so that by the time they reach the 
office of Grand Commander, they will have covered each and 
every Commandery in the jurisdiction and be in close touch 
with the membership.” Naturally this suggestion appeals 
to your Reviewer as we have used this system for ten years 
with gratifying results. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts with 
balance on hand in the General Fund of $26,081.49; dis- 
bursements, $19,022.89; leaving a balance of $7,058.60; 
Reserve Fund, $32,753.55; Triennial Fund, $3,020.68. 

The Grand Recorder’s report shows a membership of 18,728. 
A net loss of 108. In regard to this loss he says: ‘‘This is the 
first time in the history of the Grand Commandery we report 
anet loss. Texas has company as 12 other Grand Command- 
eries are ‘in the red’ as to membership. How a better, or 
rather, a more favorable report can be made next year we 
cannot tell; we, think however, if each member of this Grand 
Body—all Past Commanders—would firmly resolve that he 
would be present at every Conclave of his Commandery 
during the coming year, and would take another one with 
him, the Commandery would be greatly pleased and some 
young members would come to be personally acquainted with 
their Past Commanders. This applies with greater force, 
if possible, to the Grand Officers.” 

Petitions were submitted for new Commanderies at Brecken- 
ridge and Jacksonville. Same were referred to Committee 
on Dispensations. 

The Educational Committee give a complete and interesting 
report of their work and we find 130 loans were made to 
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students, distributed in 35 educational institutions, during 
1926-1927, amounting to $24,790.00. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E..Sir John C. 
Kidd, Grand Recorder, who ably reviews 49 jurisdictions in 
127 pages of this splendid volume. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island receives courteous attention in two pages. 

The Seventy-fifth Annual Conclave will be held in the city 
of Houston, Texas, beginning April 11, 1928. 


Vermont, 1927 


The Eighty-fifth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Vermont was held in Barre, May 26, 1927, with 
all Grand Officers, eleven Past Grand Commanders, and 
representatives from all of the 14 Constituent Commanderies 
in the Jurisdiction, present. 

Immediately following the opening of Grand Commandery, 
the following distinguished guests were received and welcomed 
by the Grand Commander: R.:.E..Sir Frank C. Allen, Past 
Grand Commander of Maine and personal representative of 
the Grand Master; E.-Sir Harvey W. Upton, acting Grand 
Warder of the Grand Encampment; R..E..Sir Edwin K. 
Gould, Grand Commander of Maine and R...E.-.Sir Charles W. 
Rice, Past Grand Commander of New Hampshire. 

From the address of the Grand Commander we find he is in 
the unique position of being Mayor of Barre as well as Grand 
Commander and he welcomes the Grand Commandery in 
both capacities. He issued five dispensations, two of them 
being for Commanderies to act as escort for the Grand Army 
and one for a Commandery to act as escort for the DeMolay 
and also to act as escort at Memorial Day exercises. He 
admits his error in issuing a dispensation for a Commandery 
to receive petitions, ballot and work two candidates on the 
same evening. Evidently he believes in issuing dispensations 
for his Commanderies to appear in non Masonic parades. 
No decisions were rendered. He says he has only words of 
praise and commendation for the Inspections held this year 
and he was present at all but three. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
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with balance on hand of $16,743.55; disbursements, $6,459.76; 
leaving a balance on hand of $10,283.79. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Recorder shows a total 
membership of 3,638. Net loss for the year, 59. 

From the report of the Educational Committee we find 
that twenty-five loans were made during the year amounting 
to $4,200.00; leaving a balance on hand of $4,560.14. 

The Finance Committee reported that the expenses of the 
Grand Commandery exceeded the income and recommended 
the per capita tax be increased from sixty cents to seventy- 
five cents. After considerable discussion, as some wished to 
increase it to ninety cents, the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee was adopted making the per capita tax seventy- 
five cents. 

The following resolution was proposed and adopted: “That 
Subordinate Commanderies may appear in uniform for the 
purpose of church service, funerals and Memorial Day without 
the necessity of obtaining a dispensation from the Grand 
Commander.” We wonder why this resolution was worded 
this way as the Statutes of the Grand Encampment in Section 
156 cover the first two occasions mentioned. 

The report on Templar Review is by E.-Sir Archie S. 
Harriman and is a splendid document occupying 84 pages of 
the volume. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously 
reviewed in two pages. 

The Eighty-sixth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Vermont will be held at Bennington on May 28-29, 
1928. 


Vircinia 1926 


The One Hundred and Fourth Annual Conclave of the 
Grand Commandery of Virginia was held in the city of Lynch- 
burg, Va., October 28-29, 1926. The volume opens with a 
splendid portrait of R..E..Sir Richard H. Bell, Jr., Grand 
Commander, 1926-1927. 

The Grand Commandery was opened in Full Form by 
R.-.E..Sir Vernon Eddy and at the roll call, 24 of the 31 
Commanderies were represented. Nine Past Grand Com- 
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manders and sixteen Grand Representatives were present 
and among the number we find the name of R.:.E..Sir A. W. 
Traylor, Grand Representative for Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. i 

Immediately following the reception of distinguished guests 
the Grand Commander delivered his Annual Address, which 
was referred to a Committee composed of all the Past Grand 
Commanders present. He issued twelve dispensations and 
rendered seven decisions, all of which were in conformance 
with Templar law. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts of 
$11,099.60; disbursements of $7,943.59; leaving a balance on 
hand of $3,261.01. 

The Trustees reported invested funds of $9,000.00. 

A very complete and interesting report was made by the 
Educational Committee. Sixty-one loans were made with a 
total of $12,430.00. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.:.E..Sir Robert F. 
Taylor, Past Grand Commander, who ably reviews 44 Grand 
Jurisdictions with notes of the Triennial Conclave of the 
Grand Encampment held in Seattle. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island receives courteous attention with two pages. 
He prefaces his review with an interesting page of notes, one 
of which we quote: “Outstanding is the Educational Move- 
ment that has found favor in the majority of the Grand 
Jurisdictions. It is the justification of the existence of 
Templary in this modern age; it is the expression of the 
Christian tenets on which it is founded. To make fit the 
youth of the land with a continuity of the Templars own ideals 
and high aspirations is a most laudable and humanitarian 
ambition.” 

WasuIneTon, 1927 

The Fortieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Washington was held in the Asylum of Cataract Com- 
mandery in Spokane, May 6-7, 1927. 

Preliminary to the Conclave, Religious Services were held 
in the First Presbyterian Church where an edifying sermon 
was delivered by the Grand Prelate, Rev. Mark A. Mathews. 
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Immediately following the opening of Grand Commandery, 
R...E..Sir Milton L. Meyers, Past Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Oregon, and personal representative 
of the Most Eminent Grand Master, was received and wel- 
comed by Grand Commander Faust. Several other dis- 
tinguished guests were also received. 


E.:.Sir William G. Harvey, Commander of Cataract Com- 
mandery welcomed the Grand Commandery to Spokane and 
response to this address of welcome was made by V...E.-.Sir 
Charles P. Kimball, Deputy Grand Commander. 


The Grand Commander in his Annual Address, stressed the 
importance of the DeMolay movement and the necessity of 
Knight Templars showing an example of clean living and good 
character for the younger generation to emulate. He issued 
twenty dispensations and refused one, all of same being 
approved by the Jurisprudence Committee as being in accord 
with Templar Law. He reports two new Commanderies 
added to the roster during the year, which is above the 
average, as during forty years, twenty-two new Command- 
eries were Constituted. These new Commanderies were 
Vashon Commandery, No. 26, at Portage and St. Johns 
Commandry, No. 27, at South Bend. We congratulate the 
Grand Commander upon his interest in the Inspection System 
as he was present with the Inspector General at all Inspections 
during the year. In our opinion this interest shown by Grand 
Commander Faust, must have proved an inspiration to all 
his constituent Commanderies as well as to the Inspector 
General. He also reports receipt of a Charter for the Grand 
Commandery of Washington from the Grand Encampment. 

The Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts 
with balance on hand of $16,500.90; disbursements, $8,111.82; 
leaving a balance on hand of $8,389.08; Triennial Fund, 
$17,437.30. 

From the report of the Grand Recorder we find a total 
membership of 5,147. Net loss, 54. This is the first time 
in the history of the Grand Commandery of Washington a net 
loss has occurred and it is attributed to a natural reaction 
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after the large increase during the two years prior to the last 
Triennial Conclave. 

The report of the Committee on Necrology occupies sixteen 
pages of the proceedings and here we find the names of R.-.E.-. 
Sirs J. Albert Blake and James 8. Blake, Past Grand Com- 
manders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The report of the Educational Committee is made by its 
Secretary, Sir Knight Talmadge Hamilton, who evidently 
handles most of the work himself. Thirty-two loans were 
made amounting to $4,684.15; leaving a balance on hand of 
$9,395.19. A considerable number of the borrowers meet 
their obligations before due. 

Upon motion of Past Grand Commander Perkins, it was 
voted to present the following RESOLUTION at the 1928 
Triennial: ‘That this Grand Commandery recommend a 
return to the use of the old ceremony in connection with the 
pilgrim at the triangle as interpreted by Past Grand Master 
Lee Stewart Smith and approved by the Grand Encampment 
at its thirty-third Triennial Conclave.” 

The report of Templar Review is by Grand Recorder 
Henry L. Kennan and occupies sixty-seven pages of the 
volume. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is courteously 
reviewed in one page and we are free to admit that he is 
absolutely correct in his comment on some dispensations 
granted in our Jurisdiction. 


The next Annual Conclave will be held in the city of Tacoma, 
May 10-11, 1928. 


West Virainta, 1927 


The Fifty-third Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of West Virginia was held in the Masonic Temple, Clarks- 
burg, on May 18-19, 1927, with all Grand Officers and fifteen 
Past Grand Commanders present. 

The volume opens with a fine portrait, in full Templar 
Regalia, of R..E..Sir John M. Crawford, Grand Commander, 
1927-1928. 

At the Annual Roll Call of Grand Representatives, thirty- 
three responded and among these we find the name of E.-Sir 
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Harold H. Oakley, Grand Representative for Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

The Annual Address of the Grand Commander is a brief 
but concise report of his year’s activities. Like many other 
Grand Commanders, he is disturbed by the loss of member- 
ship in his Jurisdiction and the little active interest in Templar 
Masonry by the membership in general. In order to stimu- 
late interest he recommends the inauguration of Regional 
Field Day Exercises, saying this idea has been developed in 
other Grand Jurisdictions with marked success. It is the 
humble opinion of your Reviewer, that a capable Inspector 
Instructor backed by a good Inspection System, would ac- 
complish even more. Three dispensations were issued and 
two refused. He reports that on September 17, 1926, after 
fifty years of its existence thereunder, Cyrene Commandery, 
No. 7, surrendered its Charter. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
teceipts with balance on hand of $8,540.17 ; disbursements, 
$6,267.40; leaving a balance on hand of $2,272.77; Triennial 
Fund, $4,505.00. 

The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 6,877. 
Net loss for the year, 58. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Charters and 
Dispensations it was voted to grant a Charter to Logan 
Commandery, No. 26, U. D., located in the city of Logan, 
West Virginia. 

In September 1926, M..E..Sir George W. Vallery, notified 
the Grand Commandery of the fact that a Charter had never 
been issued to them by the Grand Encampment. Upon 
receipt of this information, Grand Commander Delbridge 
requested the Grand Master to issue same and the Charter 
was received in due time. 

The Annual Report of the Educational Committee shows a 
total of forty-three loans made, amounting to $7,775.00. We 
note with satisfaction that this Committee does not believe 
in printing the names of the Borrowers. 

Forty-six Grand Commandery Proceedings are ably re- 
viewed by the Committee on Templar Review. Massa- 
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chusetts and Rhode Island is graciously and courteously 
reviewed in two pages. 

The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave will be held in Masonic 
Temple in the city of Parkersburg, on the third Wednesday 
of May, 1928. 


Wisconsin, 1926 


The Sixty-eighth Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Wisconsin was held at Racine, October 12, 1926, 
with all Grand Officers, except Grand Recorder, and repre- 
sentatives from forty-six of the chartered Commanderies, 
present. 

This volume opens with a fine portrait of R..E..Sir Fred W. 
Burt and is followed by smaller portraits of all the Grand 
Officers for 1925-1926. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Commander we 
find he issued twenty-one dispensations, most of them for 
public appearance, and refused one which was to hold a 
Stated Conclave on another night than that specified in its 
by-laws. He rendered a number of decisions, one of which 
was not approved by the Jurisprudence Committee and as this 
particular decision was occasioned by an unusual invitation, 
we will quote the following: ‘Question: Ladysmith Knights 
of Columbus Club has invited Ladysmith Commandery to a 
banquet to be given at the Knights of Columbus.Club room. 
Is there any Masonic reason or ruling that will prevent our 
accepting the invitation? Answer: Yes. To attend as a 
Commandery, in full Templar uniform, is not permissible. 
It is not a Templar occasion.”” On the foregoing the Juris- 
prudence Committee ruled, that this decision did not conform 
to Templar Law and usage, that it is entirely within the 
province and authority of a Grand Commander to grant or 
refuse to grant in:the exercise of his best judgment, a request 
for a dispensation to permit a Commandery to appear in 
public in Templar uniform. He ordered that the granting of 
Life Memberships by constituent Commanderies in violation 
of the laws of the Grand Encampment, be discontinued. 
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The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $42,641.56; disbursements, $33,525.74; leaving a balance 
on hand of $9,115.82. Invested Funds, $17,897.84. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows a membership of 
10,905. Net gain for the year 297. 

The Educational Loan Committee reports eighty loans 
outstanding, amounting to $14,606.00. They give an in- 
teresting resumé of their work and in conclusion say: “We 
have come in personal contact with several of the borrowers 
and know that they appreciate the real assistance we have 
been to them in enabling them to complete their educational 
ambitions. We wish that every member of this Grand 
Commandery might hear the expressions of appreciation 
from these young men and women and then each member 
would realize the real constructive work he is doing at the 
small cost of less than 2 cents per week. We feel greatly 
honored in being your representatives in this worthy work, 
although it is exacting and requires constant attention and 
investigation.” 

A petition for a dispensation to form and open a new 
Commandery at Burlington, Wisconsin, signed by twenty- 
two Sir Knights, was presented and upon motion referred to 
the General Committee. 

M...E.-.Sir George W. Vallery, Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment attended the Conclave and after a short address 
presented to the Grand Commandery a charter which he had 
ordered prepared and called attention to the fact that the 
Grand Commandery of Wisconsin had been operating under 
the warrant issued to them on October 17th, 1859, and that 
there was no record of a charter ever having been issued to 
this Grand Commandery. 

The report on Templar Review is again by R.-.E..Sir 
Eugene B. Thayer, and is a most interesting document. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island are courteously reviewed 
and we thank him for his kindly praise of Grand Recorder 
Rowell and of our Proceedings.

The Fortieth Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Wyoming was held in Masonic Temple, Evanston, on 
July 11, 1927. 

The volume opens with a fine portrait of R..E.-.Sir Sylvester 
K. Loy, Grand Commander, 1926-1927, and is followed by a 
brief history of his civic and Masonic career. 

Immediately following the opening, R..E..Sir Jesse D. 
Whitmore, Past Grand Commander of Nebraska and personal 
representative of the Grand Master, was received under 
an Arch of Steel and cordially welcomed by the Grand Com- 
mander. 

Past Grand Commander William Pugh, in behalf of Albert 
Pike Commandery, No. 4, the hosts for the occasion, tendered 
a hearty welcome to the city of Evanston, saying they had not 
experienced the pleasure of entertaining the Grand Com- 
mandery in over fourteen years. 

The roll of Grand Representatives was called and among 
those responding we find the name of Robert B. Rose, who I 
recently had the pleasure of appointing for Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

In opening a well prepared address, the Grand Commander 
pays a graceful tribute to three Fraters who were present 
thirty-nine years ago when the Grand Commandery of Wy- 
oming was formed and who were also in attendance at this 
Conclave so many years later. He refers to them as the three 
patron saints of Wyoming Templarism. He reports that on 
October 6, 1926, he constituted a new Commandery, Saint 
Johns, No. 14, at Buffalo, Wyoming. No dispensations or 
decisions were issued during the year, due, he says, to the 
extended study made by Officers of the Constituent Com- 
manderies, of published decisions and interpretations. He 
visited all of the 14 Commanderies of the Jurisdiction and 
expresses his appreciation for the delightful receptions 
extended him. 

From the Annual Report of the Grand Treasurer we find 
receipts with balance on hand of $7,758.37; disbursements, 
$2,092.13; leaving a balance on hand of $5,666.24. 
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The Grand Recorder reports a total membership of 1,562. 
Net gain for the year, 13. 

The Educational Committee reported loans aggregating 
$1,425.00; balance on hand, $3,161.67. We are pleased to 
note that this Committee does not believe in publishing the 
names of the persons to whom loans are made. 

To avoid conflict with the Triennial Conclave in Detroit, 
a resolution was adopted fixing the date of the next Annual 
Conclave for the fourth Monday in June, 1928, instead of 
July. 

The report on Templar Review is by R.-.E.-Sir Richard H. 
Repath, Grand Recorder, and is well written and full of 
interesting information. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
courteously reviewed in two and one-half pages. 

The Forty-first Annual Conclave will be held in the city of 
Rawlins, Wyoming, June 25, 1928. 


Conciusion 


In examining the various interesting reports of Reviewers 
of other Grand Commanderies, we are somewhat touched at 
heart by the evident carelessness or ignorance of some of the 
Correspondents, in the matter of title of this Grand Com- 
mandery. 

For their information and in the kindliest of spirit may we 
state that this is the only jurisdiction which includes two 
States of the Union, namely Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
and while we all glory in the very great importance of Massa- 
chusetts as an old and vital Masonic factor in historic im- 
portance and standing, Rhode Island, though small in territory, 
looms large in the history of this Grand Commandery and 
may be considered of equal importance. 

This jurisdiction is not the Grand Commandery of Massa- 
chusetts, its title is Grand Commandery of Knights Templars 


and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. 
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
